Refolded ,  That  an  afliftant  commiflary  be  appointed  by 
the  commiflary  general  to  each  of  the  dates  in  whic  1  it 
fhall  be  necelfary  that  purchafesbe  made  under  him,  and  in 
which  provifion  fiiall  not  have  been  made  by  the  dates  re- 
fpectively  for  furnilhing  the  neceflary  fupphes  :  _ 

That  the  faid  afliftant  commifiaries  be  allowed  on  all 
oood  merchantable  articles  which  may  be  put  chafe  > 
them  or  under  their  direction  refpedively,  two  per  cent, 
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on  twenty  fold  the  prices  they  were  fold  at  in  the  year 
'1774,  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs,  out  of  which 
they  ftall  pay  all  their  agents  and  defray  the  whole  ex- 
gence  attending  fuch  purchafes  ;  nor  fhall  they  nor  any  of 
_y.ieir  agents  be  entitled  to  rations  or  forage,  except  when 

Cahed  by  the  nee  eh  ary  buimefs  of  their  department  to  at- 
fend  the  army. 

And  in  order  the  better  to  afeertain  fuch  prices, 

Refolved,  That  the  executive  power  of  every  hate  be  re~ 
quelled  to  return  to  the  hoard  of  treafury  a  lift  of  the  com¬ 
modities  ufually  fold  within  fuch  hate,  and  the  price  cur¬ 
rent  in  the  year  1774,  and  that  copies  of  fuch  lihsbe  fur- 
nilhed  fiom  thence  to  the  commihary  general  and  his  af- 
fihants  : 

1  hat  the  commiffary  general  be  direded  to  keep  regular 
accounts,  in  which  he  flia.ll  charge  all  perfons  belonging 
to  his  department  with  the  money  advanced  to  them,  and 
give  them  credit  for  the  purchafes  made  by  them,  entering 
their  refpedive  accounts  at  large  ;  that  he  check  all  ac¬ 
counts  within  his  department,  and  rejed  improper  charges  ; 
Aired  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  of  his  refpedive 
'deputies  fhall  be  kept,  ordering  the  articles  purchafed  to 
be  entered  under  didind  heads,  fo  that  the  expenditures 
for  each  feparate  article  may  be  feen  at  one  view ;  that 
he  fhall  once  in  every  three  months,  or  oftner  if  required, 
exhibit  a  fair  and  comprehenflve  view  of  the  date  of  hisr 
purchafes  in  columns,  the  manner' in  which  the  fame  has 
been  expended,  and  the  dock  on  hand,  with  the  price  of 
each  article,  and  the  date,  county  and  didrid  in  which 
‘purchafed : 

That  every  adldant  commidary  make  monthly  returns  to 
the  commiifarv  general  of  the  articles  purchafed,  the  price, 
the  name  of  the  agent  by  whom  the  fame  were  bought, 
and  the  perfons  to  whom  delivered  ;  or  if  dill  on  hand  at 
what  place  dared  : 

That  no  money  be  advanced  to  any  adidant  commiffary 
until  he  has  made  fuch  returns  and  accounted  for  money 
received,  renderingto  the  commiffary  general  receipts  from 
bis  agents  for  the  money  advanced  to  them  : 

That  every  adidant  commiffary  call  upon  his  agents  for 
monthly  returns  of  their  expenditures,  without  which  re- 
i  1*  m  ■  turns  ' 
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^ums  no  further  furnsbe  advanced  to  them;  but  that  they 
be  fued  to  account  for  the  money  in  their  hands: 

That  the  commidary  general  of  iffues  be,  and  he  is  here¬ 
by  directed  to  make  monthly  returns  of  the  number  of  ra- 
*  tions  iflued,  to  what  perfons,  and  at  what  place,  to  t  he. 
board  of  war,  in  order  to  take  their  direction  as  to  the 
continuing  fuch  iffues :

That  a  letter  be  written  to  the  governor  of  Connecticut, 
re  prefen  ting  the  apprehenfions  of  Congrefs  on  account  of 
the  fmall  fupply  of  beef,  and  requeuing  the  immediate  aid 
of  the  legiflature  of  that  hate  to  the  commiffary  general  or 
his  afliftants,  in  procuring  and  forwarding  the  fame,  the 
expence  of  which  Congrefs  will  find  means  to  defray,  or 
credit  to  the  hate  in  part  of  their  quota  of  fupplies. 

A  reprefentation  from  the  fupreme  executive  council  of 
the  hate  of  Pennfylvania,  refpedting  the  barracks  near  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  barrack-mailer’s  department, 

was  laid  before  Congrefs :  - 

Ordered ,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  board  of  war,  and 
that  they  be  direded  to  difcharge  immediately  the  fuper- 
numerary  officers  in  the  barrack-mahers  department,  and 
take  further  order  thereon. 

Refolded,  That  when  expreflfes  are  wanted  for  forward¬ 
ing  difpatches  from  Congrefs,  or  any  of  their  committees, 
application  be  made  to  the  board  of  war,  who  are  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  fame  :  _ 

Ordered ,  That  the  committee  of  commerce  aifpole  of 

thefugar  and  coffee  in  their  pofifeffion  in  this  city,  in  fuch 
manner  as  they  fhall  deem  mohfor  the  public  intereh. 

Refolvedy  That  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs, 
the  furveyors  of  the  pod-office  oe  allowed  their  reafonaole 
expences  in  travelling  the  roads,  an  account  ©f  fuch  ex¬ 
pellees  to  be  rendered  every  tnree  months  to  the  pod-mailer 
general,  upon  oath  ,  and  that  a  late  refolution  of  Congrefs, 
giving  forty  dollars  a  day,  be  repealed.

where  the  accident  fhall  happen,  for  horfes  purenafed  for

That  the  commanding  officer  of  the  fouthern  army  efta- 
bliffi  fome  equitable  rule  for  the  arrangement  of  the  laid

Refoeved ,  That  Mr.  Gal  van  receive  the  commidion  of 
major  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  be  employed 
an  the  infpedorfiip,  as  the  commander  in  chief  fhall  dired. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  of  the 
5th  inRant  from  general  Wafhington,  inclofing  a  letter  of 
the  3d  from  Royal  Flint,  affidant  commiffary,  and  one  of 
the  4th  from  brigadier  general  Irwihe,  brought  in  a  report ; 
•whereupon  *  ,  .  .  ..  ■ 

Ordered ,  That  a  copy  of  the  faid  letters,  as  far  as  they 
Tefped  the  difcrefs  of  the  army  from  the  want  of  provifions, 
be  fenty  with  all  poffihle  difpatch,  to  the  legiflaturps,  or 
in  their  recefs  to  the  fupreme  executive  councils  of  the 
flares  of  Connecticut,  N'eW-York,  Pennfylvania,  and  De¬ 
laware  ;  and  that  they  be  refpedively  urged,  in  the  mod 
preding  manner,  to  fend  immediate  fupplies  of  provifions 
10  the  army. 

Refolved ,  That  the  mudering  department  be  difcon- 
tinued,  and  the  officers  thereof  difcharged. 

And  whereas  the  commiffary  general  of  muders  has  ap¬ 
proved  himfelf  a  good  and  faithful  officer,  and  thofe  who 
have  been  employed  under  him  have  given  fatisfadion  in 


their  offices:  ,  •  - 

Refolved,  That  the  faid  commilfary  general  of  muders, 
and  thofe  officers  who  have  continued  in  that  department 
under  him  for  eighteen  months  lad  pad,  fhall  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  fum  equal  to  their  pay  refpedively  for  the 
term  of  twelve  months  from  this  day. 

RefoRed ,  That  in  future  the  bufinefs  of  mudering  the 
troops  be  performed  by  the  infpedors  of  the  army,  in  fuch 
manner  and  under  fuch  regulations  as  the  commander  in 
chief  fhall  dired;  who  is  hereby  authorifef  to  make  the 
arrangements,  reporting  the  fame  to  Congrefs.

A  letter  of  the  4th  from  general  Walhington  was  read, 
accompanied  with  fundry  papers  relative  to  a  propoled 
'exchange  of  prifoners  of  war;  whereupon 

Rcfolvzd ,  That  all  the  powers  granted  to  general  Waft- 
Ington,  by  the  refolution  of  the  5 th  of  March,  I779'> 
Tpeding  the  exchange  of  prifoners,  be,  and  tney  are  here¬ 
by  renewed  and  confirmed. 

Ordered ,  That  the  papers  accompanying  the  general' s 
letter  of  the  4th  be  returned  to  him. 

Refolvedy  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  executive  au¬ 
thorities  cf  the  feveral  Rates,  to  tranfmit  with  all  pollible 
expedition  to  general  Walhington,  the  names  and  rank  of 
all  officers ;  and  the  number  of  privates  belonging  to  the 
enemy,  held  as  prifoners  of  war  within  their  refpedive 
Rates,  and  the  places  they  are  at,  in  order  that  they  may 
be  included  in  the  general  exchange,  ffiould  a  cartel  be 
agreed  to,  between  the  commanders  in  chief  of  the  Ame¬ 
rican  and  Britiffi  armies. 

Many  inconveniencies  attending  the  prefent  manage¬ 
ment  of  prifoners  of  war,  and  great  diRatisfadtion  hav¬ 
ing  arifen  from  the  mode  of  exchanging  them  heretofore 
ufed  from  the  partialities  inevitably  attending  the  fame, 
while  conduced  under  various  directions  by  divers  commif- 
faries  independent  of  each  other ;  and  fufficient  provifion 
not  being  made  for  their  fecurity,  in  many  cafes  frequently 
occurring : 

Refolded ,  That  all  prifoners  of  war,  whether  captivated 
by  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  or  by  the  fub- 
jedts,  troops  or  fhips  of  any  particular  Rate,  Riall  be  de¬ 
livered  into  the  care  and  cuRody  of  the  commiffary  gene¬ 
ral  of -prifoners,  his  deputies  or  affiRants,  and  be  deemed 
and  treated  in  all  refpedts  as  prifoners  of  war  to  the 
U  nited 


States 


That  it  be  earrieRry  recommended  to  the  governments 
of  the  refpedive  Rates,  that  they  make  no  exchanges  of 
prifoners,  to  the  intent,  that  all  exchanges  may  be  made 
through  the  commiffary  general  of  prifoners,  by  direction 
of  Congrefs  or  the  commander  in  chief,  or  board  of  admi¬ 
ralty;  and  when  prifoners  are  taken  by  the  particular 
fubie&s,  trooos  or  vellcls  cf  any  Rate,  not  in  the  fervice 
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f)i  the  United  States,  or  by  private  {hips  or  veffels  of  war, 
fitted  out  in  any  particular  date,  thefe  {hall  be  fird  ex¬ 
changed,  fa  far  as  is  neceffary,  for  the  fubje&s  or  inha¬ 
bitants  of  the  fame  date,  taken  by  the  fubje&s,  adhe¬ 
rents,  fhips  or  veffels  of  the  enemy ;  and  the  overplus,  if 
any,  {hall  go  towards  redeeming  the  prifoners  in  the  hands 
of  the  enemy,  without  regard  to  their  being  fubje&s  or 
inhabitants  of  any  particular  date  : 

That  all  maders  or  commanders  of  private  {hips  or  vef¬ 
fels  of  war,  {hall  take  the  utmod  care  to  bring  into  port 
all  prifoners  captivated  by  them.  And  if  from  necedity 
they  {hall  be  obliged  to  difmifs  any  prifoners  at  fea,  they 
fhall,  on  return  from  their  cruize,  make  report  thereof,  on 
oath,  to  the  judge  of  the  admiralty  of  the  date  to 
which  they  belong,  or  in  which  they  arrive,  within 
twenty  days  after  their  arrival,  with  their  reafons  for  fuch 
cfifmidion.  And  if  the  judge  lhall  not  be  fatisded  with  the 
reafons  affigned,  or  if  it  lhall  appear  that  the  prifoners  were 
difeharged  to  avoid  the  trouble  or  expence  of  bringing  them 
into  port,  and  delivering  them  into  cudody,  or  in  any  wife 
tmnecefTaril-y,  then  the  judge  lhall  tranfmit  an  account 
thereof  to  the  executive  of  the  date,  who  are  requeded  to 
examine  into  the  matter,  and  vacate  the  commiffion  grant¬ 
ed  to  the  faid  delinquent  mader  or  commander  of  the  diip  or. 
veffel,  if  they  are  of  opinion  that  fuch  difmidion  was  im¬ 
proper  : 

That  all  prifoners  of  war  captivated  by  private  fhips  or 
veffels  of  war,  be  delivered  by  and  at  the  expence  of  the 
maders  or  owners  of  fuch  {hips  or  veffels,  to  a  commiffary 
of  prifoners  neared  the  place  of  their  landing,  or  into  the 
neared  county  goal  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  the  commiffion 
granted  to  fuch  private  {hip  or  veffel : 

That  on  fuch  delivery  of  the  prifoners  into  the  goal,  the 
goaler  fhall  be  obliged  to  inform  the  government  of  the 
date  wherein  the  faid  prifoners  are  landed  ;  or  in  cafe  of 
their  rcddence  at  too  great  a  didance,  the  lieutenant  or  com¬ 
manding  officer  of  the  militia  of  the  county  wherein  fuch 
prifoners  are  landed,  the  commiffary  general  of  prifoners  or 
his  deputy  ;  that  if  the  faid  prifoners  are  not  deemed  by  the 
executive  of  the  date,  or  the  faid  commanding  officer  of  the 
militia,  to  be  in  a  place  of  fufficient  fecurity,  they  may  be 
removed  under  proper  guards  to  a  place  or  places  ©f^ater 
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Safety  at  the  expence  of  the  United  States.  And  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  powers  of  the  reipedive  hates  are  lequehed  to  gu  e 
the  neceffiary  orders  to  the  commanding  officers  ox  militia  on, 
this  fubjed,  and  to  pay  the  expences  of  efcortmg  and  trani- 
porting  the  prifoners,  charging  the  fame  to  the#  United- 
States.  The  faid  executives  are  alfo  requefted  to  give  orders 
to  the  officers  of  their  militia,  to  take  immediate  chargee  of 
all  prifoners  of  war  captivated  by  the  fhips  and  vends  of 
war,  belonging  to  the  United  States  or  to  any  particular 
hate,  and  to  convey  them  at  the  expence  or  the  United 
States,  to  the  neared  commiffiary  of  prifoners,  or  to  me 
country  goal ;  and  alio  dired  the  like  heps  to  be  taken  in. 
regard  to  their  removal  to  places  of  greater  fafety,  as  is 
provided  in  the  cafe  of  prifoners  captured  by  private  veneis  * 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  legislatures  of  the  respec¬ 
tive  hates,  effedually  to  provide,  at  the  expence  of  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States,  for  the  delivery  and  fafe  keeping  of  all  prifoners. 
captivated  by  their  refpedive  fubjeds,  out  of  veffels  branded 
or  cah  on  ffiore  on  their  coafts,  obliging  the  parties  taking 
prifoners,  to  deliver  them  to  the  neareft  commiffiary  of  pri— 
foners  or  into  the  neareh  gaol,  in  cafe  no  commiffiary  of  pri¬ 
foners  is  Rationed  within  convenient  diftance  of  the  place 
of  capture  j  and  in  cafe  of  negled  or  mifcondud  in  the  pei— 
fons  10  taking  the  prifoners,  that  they  forfeit  all  right  td 
the  veffiel,  her  tackle,  apparel  and  furniture  fo  cah  on  fhore, 
or  the  property  they  may  fave,  or  be  otnerwife  entitled  to 
out  of  fuch  veffiel ;  or  impofing  fuch  Other  penalty  as  thd 
faid  legiflatures  fhall  refp'edively  think  proper. 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  faid  legiflatures  ^provide 
and  dired,  that  all  jailers  receive  and  deliver  prifoners  of 
War,  without  charging  any  fee  or  reward  to  the  perfons  de¬ 
livering  them  into  or  taking  them  by  proper  authority  out 
of  their  cuhody.  The  reafonable  expences  of  fupporting; 
iuch  prifoners  in  gaol,  to  be  paid  by  the  government  ol  the 
hate  wherein  they  fhall  be  confined,  and  charged  to  the 
United  States,  except  where  they  can  and  fhall  be  other-’ 
wife  provided  for  by  the  proper  officer  in  the  fervice  of  the 
United  States.  And  the  jailer  fhall  tranfmit  a  copy  of  his 
charges  againh  the  United  States,  for  account  of  pri  1  oners 
of  war,  to  the  commiffiary  general,  of  prifoners,  or  his  hear-* 
eft  deputy,  when  any  prifoners  leave  the  gaol,  either  foi 
j-emoval  to  places  of  greater  fecurity,  or  for  exchange!

THESE  United  States  having  been  driven  into  this 
juft  and  necefTary  war  at  the  time  when  no  regulai  civil 
governments  were  eftabiiihed,  of  (uiftcient  energy  to  en¬ 
force  the  collection  of  taxes,  or  to  provide  funds  for  the 
redemption  of  fuch  bills  of  credit  as  their  neceflities  oblig¬ 
ed  them  to  iftiie;  and  before  the  powers  of  Europe  were 
fufficiently  convinced  of  the  juftice  of  their  caufe,  or  of 
the  probable  event  of  the  controverfy  to  afford  them  aid  or 
credit,  in  confluence  of  which,  their  bills  encreafing  in 
quantity  beyond  the  fum  necelfary  for  the  purpofe  of  a  cir¬ 
culating  medium,  and  wanting  at  the  fame  time  fpecific 
funds  to  reft  on  for  their  redemption, they  havefeen  them  dai¬ 
ly  fink  in  value,  nbtwithftanding  every  effort  that  has  been 
made  to  fupport  the  fame  ;  infomuch  that  they  are  now 
paffed  by  common  confent  in  moft  parts  of  rhefe  United 
States,  at  leaft  thirty-nine  fortieths  below  their  nominal 
value,  and  ftill  remain  in  a  ftate  of  depreciation,  whereby 
the  community  fuffers  great  injuftice,  the  public  finances  are 
deranged,  and  the  neqeffary  difpofitions  for  the  defence  of

and  feventeen,  taken  Au guff  22,  1777,  at  Staten-Ifland, 
have  received  the  fum  of  thirty-two  pounds,  New- York 
money,  more  than  other  officers  who  were  captured  about 
the  fame  period  of  time  ;  and  moreover  that  thofe  who 
were  on  parole  upon  Long-Ifland,  before  the  arrival  of  the 
Philadelphia  prifoners  at  New-York,  have  received  an  al¬

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lowanceof  two  dollars  a  week  for  their  board,  of  whicfl 
thofe  confined  in  Philadelphia  had  not  the  benefit. 

Rcfolvcdy  That,  as  Congrefs  mean  to  extend  their  care 
and  attention,  without  difiinbtion,  to  all  their  officers  who 
ha\  ^  the  misfortune  to  be  captured  by  the  enemy,  the  fum 
of  four  thoufand,  one  hundred  and  ninety-four  pounds. 
New- fork  money,  in  fpecie,  equal  to  ten  thoufand,  four 
hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars,  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  commiflary  general  of  prifoners,  out  of  which  he  be 
di reded  to  pay  to  each  of  the  officers  confined  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  while  the  enemy  had  poffeiTion  of  the  city,  and  now

That  a  farther  fum  of  money  in  fpecie, equal  to  one  thou- 
fandfour hundred  and  ninety-three  pounds, New- York  cur¬ 
rency,  equal  to  three  thoufand  feven  hundred  thirty*  two 
dollars  and  one  half,  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  commif- 
fary  general  of  prifoners,  for  the  purpofe  of  levelling 
all  the'  officers,  agreeably  to  the  different  terms  of  their 
captivity,  to  the  end  that  aach  individual  may,  according 
to  his  circumftances,  participate  of  an  equal  ffiare  of  the 
public  provifion.

Refolvedy  That  the  board  of  admiralty  be  and  they  are 
aiereby  directed  to  take  the  mod  effectual  means  in  their 
power  for  obtaining,  from  time  to  time,  certain  intelli¬ 
gence  of  the  arrival  of  the  enemy’s  drips  of  war  into  any 
port  or  ports  of  North-America,  the  number  of  their  guns 
and  the  condition  they  may  be  in,  together  with  fuch 
movements  as  they  may  make  from  one  port  to  another, 
tnat  this  Congrels  may  be  duly  and  exadly  informed  of 
the  naval  drength  and  dtuation  of  the  enemy,  and  be  able 
to  communicate  fuch  information  to  our  ally  as  the  com¬ 
mon  welfare  diall  require  ;  and  the  faid  board  are  parti- 
culaily  directed  to  obtain  the  earlied  intelligence  of  the 
arrival  of  any  Ihips  of  war  in  or  near  the  port  of  New-

accept,  without  advice,  fuch  bills,  drawn  by  maior  gene¬ 
ral  Lincoln  on  the  prefidentof  Congrefs,  as,  in  their  dffere- 
tion,  fhall  be  deemed  proper,  and  may  have  been  or  here¬ 
after  may  be  prefented  wn  thin  one  month  from  this  date, 
at  which  time  it  is  expeded  a  complete  and  accurate  re¬ 
turn  of  the  bills  aforefaid  will  be  made  by  general  Lin¬ 
coln.

to  the  contrary  notwithdafiding. 

That  the  board  of  war  take  order  for  the  reception  of  the 
faid  cloathing,  and  give  fuch  indrubtions  to  their  agents, 
on  all  matters  relative  thereto,  as  (hall,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  faid  board,  be  mod  conducive  to  the  public  intered. 

Refolvedy  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  authorifed  to 
allow  intered  on  the  bills  drawn  by  major  generalLincoln, 
when  payment  is  made  in  loan-office  certificates,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  directed  by  the  refolution  of  Congrefs  of 
the  23d  of  March  lad,  where  payment  is  to  be  made  in 
current  money.

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Refolved ,  for  fpecial  reafons,  that  the  board  of  war  do 
take  the  moft  ipeedy  meafures  for  the  exchange  of  lieute¬ 
nant-colonel  John  Laurens,  one  of  general  Waftiington’s 
family,  and  now  a  prifoner  of  war  on  parole. 

TUESDAY,  July  n,  1780. 

Ordered ,  That  the  committee  of  intelligence  caufe  to 
be  publifhed  the  refolution  of  May  5th,  1778,  refpeft- 
ing  the  nth  and  12th  articles  of  the  treaty  of  amity  and 
commerce  between  his  m'oft  chriftian  majefty  and  thefe 
United  States,  and  a  copy  of  the  f^id  treaty  as  finally  ra¬ 
tified. 

The  refolution  of  May  5;,  177S,  is  as  follows  : 

Rejolved,  That  the  commiftioners,  or  any  one  of  them 
reprefen  ting  thefe  hates  at  the  court  of  France,  be  in- 
ftrufted  to  inform  that  court,  that  although  Congrefs  have 
readily  ratified  the  treaties  of  amity  and  commerce,  and 
treaty  of  alliance,  and  the  aft  feparate  and  fecret,  between 
his  moil:  chriftian  majefty  and  thefe  United  States,  in  order 
to  evince  more  clearly  their  fenfe  of  the  magnanimity  and 
goodnefsof  his  moft  chriftian  majefty,  evidenced  in  the  faid 
treaties ;  yet  from  a  fincere  defire  of  rendering  the  friend-* 
fhip  and  alliance  fo  happily  begun,  permanent  and  perpe¬ 
tual  ;  and  being  apprehenfive  that  differences  may  arife 
from  the  nth  and  12th  articles,  in  the  treaty  of  amity  and 
commerce,  Congrefs  are  defirous  that  the  faid  nth  and 
1 2th  articles  may  be  revoked  and  utterly  expunged.  The 
commiftioners  or  any  of  them,  are  therefore  inftrufted  to 
ufe  their  beft  endeavours  to  procure  the  abolition  of  the 
faid  1  ith  and  12th  articles  of  the  faid  treaty. 

In  confequence  of  the  foregoing  reprefentation,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  declarations  were  made,  and  figned  in  behalf  of 
bis  moft  chriftian  majefty,  and  of  the  United  States  of 
America. 

A  DECLARATION  of  the  KING; 

T  H  E  Congrefsof  the  United  States  of  Norfh-Arnerica 
having  reprcfented  to  the  King,  that  the  execution  of  the 
eleventh  article  of  amity  and  commerce,  figned  the  fixth  of 
February  laft,  may  be  attended  with  inconyeniencies,  and 

haying 
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Reiving  in  confequence  thereof,  defired  that  that  article 
may  be  expunged,  agreeing  on  their  part,  that  the  twelfth 
article  fhall  be  confidered  in  the  fame  manner  as  null  and 
void  :  HisHajefty,  in  order  to  give  the  United  States  of 
North-America  a  new  proof  of  his  affeddon  as  well  as  his 
defire  to  confirm  the  union  and  good  correfpondence  efta- 
blilhed  between  the  two  States,  has  been  pleafed  to  pay  a 
regard  to  their  reprefentations— accordingly  he  hath  de¬ 
clared  and  by  thefe  prefents  doth  declare  that  he  confenbs 
to  the  fupprefiion  of  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  articles 
above  mentioned,  and  that  his  intention  is,  that  they  be 
confidered  as  if  never  comprehended  in  the  treaty  f  gned

The  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  of  New-Hampfhire 
Maffachufetts-Bay,  Rhode-Illand,  and  Providence  Plan 
rations,  Connecticut,  New-York,  New-Jerfey,  Penn¬ 
fylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North-Caro- 
lina,  South-Carolina  and  Georgia,  by  the  grace  of  God 
fovereign,  free  and  independent,  to  all  who  ihall  feethefe 
prefents,  greeting : 

WHEREAS,  in  and  by  our  commifiion,  dated  at  Phila¬ 
delphia  the  30th  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy-ftx — Benjamin 
Franklin,  one  of  the  delegates  in  Congrefs  from  the  Hate  of 
Pennfylvania,  and  prefident  of  the  convention  of  the  faid 
Rate,  &c.  Silas  Deane,  late  a  delegate  from  the  Rate  of  Con¬ 
necticut,  and  Arthur  Lee,  barrifter  at  law,  were  nomi¬ 
nated  and  appointed  our  commiflioners,  with  full  powers 
to  treat,  agree  and  conclude  with  his  moft  chriftian  majefty 
the  king  of  France,  or  with  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as 
fhould  be  by  him  for  that  purpofe  anthorifed,  of  and  up¬ 
on  a  true  and  fmcere  friendfhip,  and  a  firm,  inviolable 
and  univerfal  peace,  for  the  defence,  protection  and  fafe- 
ty  of  the  navigation  and  mutual  commerce  of  the  fubje&s  of 
his  moft  chriftian  majefty  and  the  people  of  the  United 
States, we  promiilng  in  good  faith  to  ratify  whatfoever  our 
faid  commiflioners  fhould  t  ran  fad  in  the  premifes :  And 
whereas  our  faid  commiflioners,  in  purfuance  of  their  full 
powers,  on  the  6th  day  of  February  laft,  at  Paris,  with 
Conrad  Alexander  Gerard,  royal  Syndic  of  the  city  of 
Strafburg,  fecretary  of  his  moft  chriftian  majefty’s  coun¬

THE  moft  chriftian  king  and  the  thirteen  United 
States  of  North-America,  viz.  New-Hampfhire,  Mafia- 
chufetts-Bay,  Rhode-lfland,  Connecticut,  New- York, 
New-Jerfey,  Pennfylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Vir¬ 
ginia* 
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ginia,  North-Carolina,  South-Carolina  and  Georgia,  wil¬ 
ling  to  fix,  on  an  equitable  and  permanent  manner,  the 
rules  which  ought  to  be  followed,  relative  to  the  cor— 
refpondence  and  commerce  which  the  two  patties  delire  to 
eflablifti  between  their  refpedive  countries,  dates  and  (ub- 
jeds,  his  mold  chrihian  maj  ehy  and  the  faid  U nited  States  have 
judged  that  the  faid  end  coukl  not  be  better  obtained  than 
by  taking  for  the  balls  of  their  agreement  the  moil  perfed 
equality  %nd  reciprocity,  and  by  carefully  avoiding  all 
thofe  burthenfome  preferences  which  are  ufually  fourcesof 
debate,  embarraffment  and  difcontent,by  leaving  alfoeach 
party  at  liberty  to  make,  refpeding  navigation  and  com¬ 
merce,  thofe  interior  regulations  which  it  fhall  find,  tnoft 
convenient  to  itfelf;  'and  by  founding  the  advantage  of 
commerce  folely  upon  reciprocal  utility  anci  the  juil  iules 
of  free  intercourfe,  referving  withal,  to  each  party,  the 
liberty  of  admitting  at  its  pleafure  other  nations  to  a  par¬ 
ticipation  of  the  fame  advantages.  It  is  pin  tee  ipirit  of 
this  intention,  and  to  fulfil  thefe  views,  that  nis  faid  ma— 
jelly,  having  named  and  appointed  for  his  plenipotentia¬ 
ry  Conrad  Alexander  Gerard,  royal  fyndic  of  the  city  of 
Srmfburg,  fecretary  of  his  majehy’s  council  of  hate,  anci 
the  United  States  on  their  part  having  fully  empowered 
Benjamin  Franklin,  deputy  from  the  Hate  of  Fennfylvania 
to  the  general  Congrefs,  and  prefident  of  the  convention 
of  faid  \hate— Silas  De^ne,  late  deputy  from  the  hate  of 
Connecticut,  to  the  faid  Congrefs— and  Arthur  Lee,  poun- 
fellor  at  law— the  faid  refpe&ive  plenipotentiaries,  after 
exchanging  their  powers,  'and  after  mature  ebbeeradon, 
have  concluded  and  agreed  upon  the  following  articles. 


Art.  1,  THERE  {hall  be  a  firm,  inviolable  and  univrr- 
fal  peace,  and  a  true  and  fincere  friendfhip  between  the 
molt  chrihian  king,  his  heirs  and  fuccehors,  and  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  the  fubjeds  of  the  moil  chrihian 
king  and  of  the  faid  hates,  and  between  the  countries, 
ihands,  cities  and  towns  ,  fituate  under  the  jurifdidion  of 
the  moh  chrihian  king,  and  of  the  faid  United  States,  and 
the  people  and  inhabitants  of  every  degree  without  excep¬ 
tion  of  perfons  or  place?,  and  the  terms  herein  after  men¬ 
tioned,  {hall  be  perpetual  between  the  moh  chrihian  king* 
heirs  and  fuceeffors3  and  the  faid  United  States.

Art.  2.  The  moft  chriftian  king  and  the  United  States 
engage  mutually  not  to  grant  any  particular  favor  to  other 
nations  in  refped  of  commerce  and  navigation,  which, 
iliall  not  immediately  become  common  to  the  other  party, 
who  rtiall  enjoy  the  fame  favor  freely,  if  the  con  cedi  on 
was  freely  made,  or  on  allowing  the  fame  compenfation  if; 
the  conceilion  was  conditional. 

Art.  3.  x  he  fubje&s  of  the  mortchrirtian  king  fhallpay 
in  the  ports,  havens,  roads,  countries,  iflands,  cities  or 
towns  of  the  United  States,  cr  any  of  them,  no  other  or 
greater  duties  or  imports,  of  what  nature  foever  they  may 
be,  or  by  what  name  foever  called,  than  thofe  which  the 
nations  mort  favored  are  or  rtiall  be  obliged  to  pay,  and  they 
/hall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  immunities 
and  exemptions  in  trade,  navigation  and  commerce,  whe* 
ther  in  parting  from  one  port  in  the  (aid  rtates  to  another, 
or  m  going  to  and  from  the  fame,  from  and  to  any  part 
of  the  world,  which  the  faid  nations  do  or  rtiall  enjoy. 

Art.  4.  1  he  fubjects,  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
United  States,  and  each  of  them,  rtiall  not  pay  in  the  ports, 
bavens,  roads,  ides,  cities  and  places  under  the  domination 
or  his  mort  ehrirtian  majefty,  in  Europe,  any  other  or 
greater  duties  or  imports,  of  what  nature  foever  ihey  may 
be,  ©r  by  what  name  foever  called,  than  thofe  which  the, 
mort  favored  nations  are  or  rtiall  be  obliged  to  pay,  and 
they  rtiall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  im¬ 
munities  and  exemptions  in  trade,  navigation  and  com¬ 
merce,  whether  in  palling  from  one  port  in.  the  faid  domir 
3110ns  in  Europe  to  another,  or  in  going  to  and  from  the 
fame,  from  or  to  any  part  of  the  world,  which  the  faid  na-* 
tions  do  or  /hallenjoy.

The  molt  chriftian  king  lhall  endeavour,  by  all 
the  means  in  his  power,  to  protect  and  defend  all  ve  .els, 
and  the  effects  belonging  to  the  fubjedts,  people  or  inha¬ 
bitants  of  the  faid  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  being  in 
his  ports,  havens  or  roads,  or  on  the  feas  near  to  his  coun¬ 
tries,  i Hands,  cities  or  towns,  and  to  recover  and  reftore 
to  the  right  owners,  their  agents  or  attormes,  all  fuch 
veffels  and  effects  which  (hall  be  taken  within  his  junfdic- 
tion  and  the  Ihips  of  war  of  his  moll  chriftian  majelty,  or- 

any  convoy  failing  under  his  authority,  lhall  upon  all  oc¬ 
casions  take  under  their  protection  all  veffels  belonging  to 
the  fubje&s,  people  or  inhabitants  of  the  laid  Uni ted  States 
or  any  of  them,  and  holding  the  fame  couife  01  going  the

The  moll  chriftian  king  will  employ  his  good 
offices  and  interpofition  with  the  king  or  emperor  of  Mo¬ 
rocco,  or  Fez,  the  Regencies  of  Algiers,  Tunis  and  Tripoli, 
or  with  any  of  them,  and  alfo  with  every  other  prince, 
flate  or  power,  of  the  coaft  of  Barbary,  in  Africa,  and  with 
the  fubjedts  of  the  faid  king,  emperor.  Hates  and  powers, 
and  each  of  them, in  order  to  provideas  fully  and  efficacioully

■forbear  to  filh  in  all  places  poffeffed,  or  which  fliall  be  pof-

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fefled  by  the  other  party.  The  mofl  chriftian  king’s  fubjeds- 
mail  not  fifh  in  die  havens, bays, creeks,  roads,  coails  or  pla¬ 
ces,  which  the  faid  United  States,  hold  or  fhall  hereafter 
bold  and  in  like  manner  the  fubjeds,  people  and  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  faid  United  States  fhall  nor  fifh  in  the  havens, 
bays,  creeks,  roads,  coails,  or  places  which  the  moil 
chriftian  king  pofiefies  or  fhall  hereafter  poifefs,  and  if  any 
imp  or  veffel  ihall  be  found  fifhing  contrary  to  the  tenor 
Oi  this  treaty  tne  faid  fhip  or  veffel  with  its  lading,  proof 
feeing  made  thereof,  fhall  be  confifcated.  It  is  however 
underflood  that  the  exclufion  if ipulated  in  the  prefent 
article  fhall  take  place  only  fo  long  and  fo  far  as  the  moil 
ehriflian  king  or  the  United  States  fhall  not  in  this  re- 

Iped  have  granted  an  exemption  to  fome  other  nati¬ 
on. 

Art.  10.  1  he  United  States,  their  citizens  and  inhabit 
tan ts,  fhall  never  diflurb  the  fubjeds  of  the  moil  ehriflian 
king  in  the  enjoyment  and  exercife  of  the  right  of  fifhing 
©n  the  banks  ®f  Newfoundland,  nor  in  the  indefinite  and 
exclufive  right  which  belongs  to  them  on  that  part  of  the 
coail  of  that  ifland,  which  is  designed  by  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht,  nor  in  the  rights  relative  to  all  and  each  of  the 
Mies  which  belong  to  his  moft  chriftian  majefly,  the  whole 
conformable  to  the  true  fenfe  of  the  treaties  of  Utrecht  and 
Paris. 

(Articles  nth  and  12th  fuppreffed.) 

Art.  13.  The  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United 
States,  or  any  one  of  them,  fhall  not  be  reputed  aubenes  in 
trance,  and  confequently  fhall  be  exempted  from  the  droit 
d’aubene,  or  other  fimilar  duty  under  what  name  foever  ; 
they  may  by  teftament,  donation  or  otherwife;  difpofe  of 
their  goods  moveable  and  immoveable  in  favor  of  fuch  per¬ 
sons  as  to  them  fhall  feem  good,  and  their  heirs  fubjeds 
of  the  faid  United  States,  refiding  whether  in  France  or 
elfewhere,  may  fucceed  them,  ah  intzftat  without  being 
obliged  to  obtain  letters  of  naturalization  and  without  hav¬ 
ing  the  efreds  of  this  conceffion  contefledor  impeded  un¬ 
der  pretext  of  any  rightsor  prerogatives  of  provinces,  ci¬ 
ties,  or  private  perfons  ;  and  the  faid  heirs  whether  fuch 
by  particular  title  or  ah  inttftat ,  fhall  be  exempt  from  all  du¬ 
ty,  called  droit  de  detradion,  or  other  duty  of  the  fame  kind, 
f aving  n.evenhelefs  the  local  rights  or  duties,  as  much  and 

as 
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&s  long  as  fimilar  ones  are  not  eftablifhed  by  the  Unitige 
States  or  any  of  them.  The  fubjeds  of  the  rnod  chridiaid 
king,  fhall  enjoy  on  their  part,  in  all  the  dominions  of  th, 
faid  States  an  entire  and  perfed  reciprocity  relative  to  the- 
ilipuIationS  contained  in  the  prefent  article.  But  it  is 
agreed  at  the  fame  time  that  its  contents  fhall  not  aJFed 
the  laws  made,  or  that  may  be  made  hereafter  in  France, 
againd  emigrations,  which  fhall  remain  in  all  their  force 
and  vigor,  and  the  United  States  on  their  part,  or  any  of 
th  em  fhall  be  at  liberty  to  enad  fuch  laws  relative  to  that 
matter  as  to  them  fhall  feem  proper. 

Art.  14.  The  merchant  (hips  of  either  of  the  parties 
Which  fhall  be  making  into  a  port  belonging  to  the  enemy 
of  the  other  ally,  and  concerning  whole  voyage  and  the  1 

fpecified  goods  on  board  them,  there  fhall  be  juft  grounds  of 
fufpicion,  fhall  be  obliged  to  exhibit, as  well  upon  the  high 
feas,  as  in  the  ports  and  havens,  not  only  their  pafspom, 
but  likewife  certificates,  expresily  fhewing  that  their  goods 
are  not  of  the  number  of  thofe  which  .have  been  prohi¬ 
bited  as  contraband. 

Art.  15.  If,  by  the  exhibiting  of  the  above  faid  certifi¬ 
cates,  the  other  party  difcover  there  are  any  of  thofe  fort 
of  gopds  which  are  prohibited  and  declared  contraband, 
andconfigned  for  a  port  under  the  obedience  of  his  enemy 
it  fhall  not  be  lawful  to  break  up  the  hatches  of  fuch  fhip,. 
or  to  open  any  died,  coffers,  packs,  casks,  or  any  other 
veffels,  found  therein,  or  to  remove  the  fm ailed  parcels  of 
her  goods,  whether  fuch  fhip  belongs  to  the  fubje&s  of 
France,  or  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United  States,  un- 
lefs  the  lading  be  brought  on  fhore  in  the  prefence  of  the 
officers  of  the  court  of  admiralty,  and  an  inventory  thereof* 
made  ;  but  there  fhall  be  no  allowance  to  fell,  exchange* 
or  alienate  the  fame  in  any  manner,  until  after  that  due 
and  lawful  procefs  fhall  have  been  had  againft  fuch  prohi¬ 
bited  goods,  and  the  court  of  admiralty  fhall ,  by  a  fentence 
pronounced,  have  confifcated  the  fame,  faving  always  as 
well  the  fhip  itfelf,  as  any  other  goods  found  therein* 
which  by  this  treaty  are  to  be  efteemed  free  ;  neither  may 
they  be  detained  on  pretence  of  their  being  as  it  were, 
infe&ed  by  the  prohibited  goods,  much  lefs  fhall  they  be 
confifcated  as  lawful  prize  :  But  if  nor  the  whole  cargo, 

■'but  only  part  thereof  fhall  confift  of  prohibited  or  contra^, 
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fefand  goods,  and  the  commander  of  the  fliip  lliall  be  ready 
JJjind  willing  to  deliver  them  to  the  captor,  who  has  difco- 
cvered  them,  in  fuch  cafe,  the  captor  having  received  thofe 
7  goods,  fliall  forthwith  difcharge  the  fliip,  and  not  hinder 
her  by  any  means,  freely  to  profec'ute  the  voyage  on  which 
fhe  was  bound  but  in  cafe  the  contraband  merchan¬ 
dize  cannot  be  all  received  on  board  the  veflfel  of  the  cap- 
tor,  then  the  captor  may,nOtwithftanding  the  offer  of  deli¬ 
vering  him  the  contraband  goods,  carry  the  veflfel  into  the 
nearelt  port  agreeable  to  what  is  above  directed. 

Art .  1 6.  On  the  contrary  it  is  agreed  that  whatever 
lliall  be  found  to  be  laden  by  the  fubjeds  and  inhabitants 
of  either  party,  on  any  fliip  belonging  to  the  enemies  of  the 
other,  or  to  their  fubjeds,  the  whole,  although  it  be  not 
of  the  fort  of  prohibited  goods,  may  be  confifcated  in  the 
fame  manner  as  if  it  belonged  to  the  enemy,  except  fuch 
goods  and  merchandize  as  were  put  on  board  fuch  fliip  be¬ 
fore  the  declaration  of  war,  or  even  after  fuch  declaration* 
if  fo  be  it  were  done  without  the  knowledge  off ucli  decla¬ 
ration,  fo  that  the  goods  of  the  fubjeds  and  people  of  ei¬ 
ther  party,  whether  they  be  of  the  nature  of  fuch  as  are 
prohibited,  or  otherwife,  which,  as  is  aforefaid,  were  put 
on  board  any  fliip  beloging  to  an  enemy  before  the  war  or 
after  the  declaration  of  the  fame,  without  the  knowledge 
of  it,  fliall  no  ways  be  liable  to  confifcation,  but  fhall 
Well  and  truly  be  relfored  without  delay  to  the  proprietors' 
demanding  the  fame,  but  foas  that,  if  the  faid  merchandif- 
es  be  contraband,  it  fliall  not  be  any  ways  lawful  to  carry 
them  afterwards  to  any  ports  belonging  to  the  enemy. 
The  twTo  contracting  parties  agree  that  the  term  of  two 
months  being  palled  after  the  declaration  of  war,  their  re- 
fpedive  fubjeds  from  whatever  part  of  the  world  they 
come,  fliall  not  plead  the  ignorance  mentioned  in  this  ar¬ 
ticle. 

Art .  17.  And  that  more  effedual  care  maybe  taken 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  of  both, 
parties,  that  they  differ  no  injury,  by  the  men  of  war  or 
•privateers  of  the  other  party,  all  the  commanders  of  the 
flii ps  of  his  moll  chrifl  ian  majefty  and  of  the  faid  United 
States,  and  all  their  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  fliall  be  forbid 
doing  any  injury  or  damage  to  the- other  fide,  and  if  they 
3d  to  the  contrary  they  fliall  be  puniflrcd,  and  fliall  raorey 
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over  be  bound  to  make  fatisfa&ion  for  all  matter  of  damage 
and  the  interell  thereof  by  reparation  under  the  pain  and 

obligation  of  their  perfons  and  goods. 

1  Art.  18.  All  lliips  and  merchandize  of  what  nature  lo- 

ever,  which  fhall  be  refcued  out  of  the  hands  o  ^ny  p1 
rates  or  robbers  on  the  high  feas,  fhall  be  brought  into 
fome  port  of  either  ftate,  and  fhall  be  delivered  to  the 
cuftody  of  the  officers  of  that  port  in  order  to  be  reitored 
entire  to  the  true  proprietor  as  foon  as  due  and  fufncient 
proof  fhall  be  made  concerning  the  property  thereof,  _  _ 

Art.  19.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  fhfps  of  war  of  ei¬ 
ther  party,  and  privateers  freely  to  carry  whither  foever 
they  plcafe  the  ihips  and  goods  taken  from  their  enemies 
without  being  obliged  to  pay  any  duty  to  the  officers  of  the 
admiralty  or  any  other  judges, nor  fhall  fuch  prizes  oe  arrett¬ 
ed  or  feized  when  they  come  to  and  enter  the  ports  of  the 
other  party,  nor  fhall  the  fearchex  or  otherothcers  of  thole 
'places  fearch  the  fame  or  make  examination  concerning 
the  lawfulnefs  of  fuch  prizes,  but  they  may  ho  lit  fail  at  any 
time  and  depart,  and  carry  their  prizes  to  the  places  ex- 
prefled  in  their  commiffions  which  the  commanders  of  fuch 
fhips  of  war  fhall  be  obliged  to  fhew  ;  on  the  contiaiy 
no  flicker  or  refuge  fhall  be  given  in  their  ports,  to  fuch 
as  fhall  have  made  prize  of  the  fubjefts  people  or  property 
of  either  of  the  parties,  but  if  fuch  fhall  come  in,  being 
forced  by  ftrefs  of  weather  or  the  danger  of  the  fea,  ail 
proper  means  fhall  be  vigorously  ufed  that  they  go  out  and 
retire  from  thence  as  foon  as  poflible. 

Art.  20.  If  any  fhip  belonging  to  either  of  the  parties 
their  people  or  fubjefts  (hall,  within  the  coaks  or  domini¬ 
ons  of  the  other,  flick  upon  the  bands,  or  be  wrecked,  or 
fuffer  any  other  damage,  all  friendly  afliftance  and  relief 
fhall  be  given  to  the  perfons  fhipwrecked,  or  fuch  as  fhall 
be  in  danger  thereof.  And  letters  of  fafe  conduA  fhall 
likewife  be  given  to  them  for  their  free  and  quiet  paflage 
from  thence,  and  the  return  of  every  one  to  his  own  coun¬ 
try. 

Art.  21.  In  cafe  the  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  of  either 
party  with  their  fhipping,  whether  public  and  of  war  or 
private,  and  of  merchants,  be  forced  through  ftrefs  of  wea¬ 
ther,  purfuit  of  pirates  or  enemies,  or  any  other  urgent  ne- 
eehity  fojfeeking  of  fhelter  and  harbour  to  retreat  and  enter 
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into  any  of  the  rivers,  bays,  roads  or  ports,  belonging  to 
the  other  party,  they  (hall  be  received  and  treated  with  all 
humanity  and  kindnefs,  and  enjoy  all  friendly  protection 
and  help,  and  they  fhall  be  permitted  to  refrefh  and  provide 
themfelves  at  reasonable  rates  with  vitals  and  all  things 
needful  for  the  fuilenance  of  their  perfons,  or 'reparation 
of  their  (hips,  and  convenience/ of  tlieir  voyage  ;  and  they 
Ihall  no  ways  be  detained  or  hindered  from  returning  cut 
of  the  faid  ports  or  roads,  but  may  remove  and  depart 
when  and  whither  they  pleafe,  without  any  let  or  hin¬ 
drance. 

Art,  2  2.  For  the  better  promoting  of  commence  on  both 
fides  it  is  agreed  that  if  ta  war  fhould  break  out  between 
the  two  nations,  fix  months  after  the  proclamation  of  war 
fhall  be  allowed  to  the  merchants  in  the  cities  and  towns 
where  they  live,  for  felling  and  tranfporting  their  goods 
and  merchandizes  ;  and  if  any  thing  be  taken  from  them, 
or  any  injury  be  done  them  within  that  term  by  either  par^ 
fy>  or  the  people  or  fubjeds  of  either,  full  fatisfadion 
ihall  be  made  for  the  fame. 

Art.  23.  No  fubjeds  of  the  moil  chriilian  king  fhall  ap¬ 
ply  for  or  take  any  commifiion  or  letters  of  marque,  for 
arming  any  fhip  or  fhips  to  ad  as  privateers  againfl  the  faid 
United  States,  or  any  of  them,  or  againff  the  fubjeds,  peo¬ 
ple,  or  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United  States  or  any  of  them, 
or  againff  the  property  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  any  of 
them,  from  any  prince  or  flate,  with  which  the  faid  Unit¬ 
ed  States  fhall  be  at  war;  nor  fhall  any  citizen,  fubjed,  or 
inhabitant  of  the  faid  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  apply 
for  or  take  any  commiffion  or  letters  of  marque,  for  arming 
any  fhip  or  fhips  to  ad  as  privateers  againff  the  fubjeds  of 
themoff  chriffian  ting,  or  any  of  them,  or  the  property  of 
any  of  them,  from  any  prince  or  flate,  with  which  the  faid 
king  fhall  be  at  war;  and  if  any  perfon  of  either  nation  fhall 
take  fuch  commiftions  or  letters  of  marque  he  fhall  be  punifh- 
ed  as  a  pirate. 

Art .  24.  It  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  any  foreign  priva¬ 
teers  not  belonging  to  the  fubjeds  of  the  moff  chriffiah 
king,  nor  citizens  of  the  faid  United  States,  who  have 
commiffions  from  any  other  prince^or  flate  at  enmity  with 
either  nation,  to  fit  their  fhips  in  the  p<$>rts  of  either  the 
one  or  the  other  of  the  aforefaid  parties  ;  to  fell  what 
ihey  have  taken,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatfoever,  to 
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exchange  their  Ihips,  merchandizes,  or  any  other  lading  : 
neither  ihall  they  be  allowed  even  to  purchafe  victuals,  ex¬ 
cept  fuch  as  fliall  be  necefTary  for  their  going  to  the  next 
port  of  that  prince  or  Hate  from  which  they  have  conimif- 
jions. 

Art.  25.  It  lhall  be  lawful  for  all  and  lingular  the  fub- 
jeds  of  the  molt  chriftian  king,  and  the  citizens,  people, 
and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United  States,  to  fail  with  their 
Ihips,  with  all  manner  of  liberty  and  fecurity,  no  diftinc- 
tion  being  made  who  are  the  proprietors  of  the  merchan¬ 
dize  laden  thereon,  from  any  port  to  the^  places  of  thofe 
who  now  are  or  hereafter  lhall  be  at  enmity  with  the  molt 
chriftian  king,  or  the  United  States.  It  iUail  like  wife  be 
lawful  for  the  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  aforefaid,  to  fail 
with  the  Ihips  and  merchandizes  aforementioned,  and  to 
trade  with  the  fame  liberty  and  fecurity  from  the  places, 
ports,  ^nd- havens  of  thofe  who  are  enemies  6f  both  or  ei¬ 
ther  party,  without  any  opposition  or  difturbance  what¬ 
soever,  not  only  diredly  from  the  places  of  the  enemy 
aforementioned  to  neutral  places,  but  alfo  from  one  place 
belonging  to  an  enemy  to  another  place  belonging  to  an 
enemy,  whether  they  be  under  the  jurifdi&ion  of  the  fame 
prince  or  under  Several  :  And  St  is  hereby  ftipulated  that 
free  Ihips  lhall  alfo  give  a  freedom  to  goods,  and  that  every 
thing  lhall  be  deemed  to  be  free  and  exempt,  which  lhall 
be  found  onboard  the  Ihips  belonging  to  the  fubje&s  of  ei¬ 
ther  of  the  confederates— although  the  whole  lading  or 
any  part  thereof  Ihould  appertain  to  the  enemies  of  either, 
contraband  goods  being  always  excepted.  It  is  alfo  agreed 
in  like  manner,  that  the  fame  liberty  be  extended  to  per  Sons 
who  are  on  board  a  free  Ihip,  with  this  effed,  that  al¬ 
though  they  be  enemies  to  both  or  either  party,  they  are 
not  to  be  taken  out  of  that  free  lliip,  unlefs  they  are  Soldi¬ 
ers  and  in  adual  fervice  of  the  enemies. 

Art.>  26.  This  liberty  of  navigation,  and  commerce  Shall 
extend  to  all  kinds  of  mejchandifes,  excepting  thole  only 
which  are  diffinguilhed  by  the  name  of  contraband,  and 
under  this  name  of  contraband  or  prohibited  goods,  lhall  be 
comprehended  arms,  great  guns,  bombs  with  their  fufes, 
and  other  things  belonging  to  them,  cannon  balk  gimp 
powder,  match,  pikes,  fwords,  lances,  fpears,  halberd^ 


igprtars,  petards, 
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grenadoes,  faltgetre: 


muskets,  musket 

ball 


ball,  bucklers,  helmets,  breaflplates,  coats  of  mail,  and 
the  like  kind  of  arms  proper  for  arming  foldiers  ;  musket 
relts,  belts,  h-orfes  with  their  furniture,  and  all  other  war¬ 
like  inilruments  whatever.  Thefe  merchandizes  which, 
follow  (hall  not  be  reckoned  among  contraband  or  prohi¬ 
bited  goods,  that  is  to  fay,  all  forts  of  cloths,  and  all 
other  manufactures  woven  of  any  wool,  flax,  filk,  cotton 
or  any  other  materials  whatever,  all  kinds  of  wearing  ap¬ 
parel,  together  with  the  fpecies  whereof  they  are  ufed  to 
be  made,  gold  and  filver,  as  well  coined  as  uncoined,  tin, 
iron,  iatten,  copper,  brafs,  coals,  as  alfo  wheat  and  bar¬ 
ley,  and  any  other  kind  of  corn  and  pulfe,  tobacco,  and 
likewife  all  manner  of  fpices,  faked  and  fmoaked  flefh, 
faked  fl(h,  cheefe  and  butter,  beer,  oils,  wines,  fugars  and 
ail  forts  of  fairs,  and  in  general  all  proviflons  which  ferve 
for  the  nourifhment  of  mankind  and  the  fuflenance  of  life  ; 
furthermore  all  kinds  of  cotton,  hemp,  flax,  tar,  pitch, 
ropes,  cables,  fails,  fail  cloths,  anchors  and  any  parts  of 
anchors ;  alfo  (hips  mails,  planks,  boards  and  beams  of 
what  trees  foever,  and  all  other  things  proper  either  for 
building  or  repairing  (hips,  and  all  other  goods  whatever, 
which  have  not  been  worked  into  the  form  of  any  inftru- 
ment  or  thing  prepared  for  war  by  land  or  by  fea,  (hall  not 
be  reputed  contraband,  much  lefs  fuch  as  have  been  alrear 
dy  wrought  and  made  up  for  any  other  ufe,  all  which  (hall 
be  wholly  reckoned  among  free  goods,  as  likewife  all  other 
merchandizes  and  things  which  are  not  comprehended  and 
particularly  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  enumeration  of 
contraband  goods,  fo  that  they  may  be  tranfported  and 
carried  in  the  freed  r^anner  by  the  fubjedts  of  both  confe¬ 
derates,  even  to  places  belonging  to  an  enemy,  fuch  towns, 
or  places,  being  only  excepted  as  are  at  that  time  befieged, 
blocked  up  or  invefted. 

Art .  27.  To  the  end  that  all  manner  of  diflentions  and 
quarrels  maybe  avoided  and  prevented  on  one  (ide  and  the 
other,  it  is  agreed  that  in  cafe  either  of  the  parties  hereto 
(hould  be  engaged  in  war,  the  fhips  and  vefleis  belonging 
to  the  fubjedsor  people  of  the  other  ally,  mull  be  furni(h- 
ed  with  Tea-letters  or  palfports,  exprefling  the  name,  pro¬ 
perty  and  bulk  of  the  drip,  as  alfo  the  name  and  place  of 
habitation  of  the  maker  or  commander  of  the  faid  (hip, 
that  it  may  appear  thereby  that  the  faid  (hip  really  and 
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truly  bdon?s  to  the  fubjeds  of  one  of  the  parties,  which 
paiTpoit  fhall  be  made  out  and  granted  accoi  aing  to  t  e  iorm 
annexed  to  this  treaty  ;  they  fhall  likewife  be  recalled  every 
year,  that  is  if  the  fhip  happens  to  return  home  within  the 
fpaee  of  a  year  :  It  is  likewife  agreed  that  fuch  flu ps  being 
laden,  are  to  be  provided  not  only  -with  paffports,  as  above 
mentioned,  but  alfo  with  certificates  containing  the  fede¬ 
ral  particulars  of  the  cargo,  the  place  whence  the  tup 
failed,  and  whither  the  is  bound,  that  fo  it  may  be  known  ^ 
whether  any  forbidden  or  contraband  goods  be  on  board 
of  the  fame,  which  certificates  fhall  be  maae  out  by  the 
officers  of  the  place  whence  the  (hip  fet  fail,  in .  tne  ac~ 
cuftomed  form,  and  if  any  one  fhall  think  it  advifeable  to 
exprefs  in  the  faid  certificates  the  perfons  to  whom  the 

goods  on  board  belong,  he  may  freely  do  fo. 

Art.  28.  The  fhips  of  the  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  o*. 
either  of  the  parties,  coming  upon  any  coafl  belonging  to 
either  of  the  faid  allies,  but  not  willing  to  enter  into  port, 
or  being  entered  into  port,  and  not  willing  to  unload  their 
cargoes,  or  break  bulk,  they  fhall  be  treated  accorcing  to 
the  general  rules  prefcribed  or  to  be  prefciibea  relative  to 

the  obied  in  queflion.  t 

Art.  29.  If  the  fhips  of  the  faid  fubjeds,  people  or  in¬ 
habitants  of  either  of  the  parties  fhall  be  met  with,  either 
failing  along  the  coafts  or  on  the  high  Teas,  by  any  hup 
of  war  of  the  other,  or  by  any  privateer,  the  famfhip  ot 
war  or  privateer,  for  the  avoiding  of  any  cuoioer,  urd.il 
remain  out  of  cannon  (hot,  and  may  fend  their  boats  on 
board  the  merchant  fhip  which  they  (hall  fo  meet  with, 
and  may  enter  her  to  the  number  of  two  or  three  men  only , 
to  whom  the  mailer  or  commander  of  fuch  fhip  or  vo*eI 
fhall  exhibit  his  paffport  concerning  the  property  of  the 
fhip,  made  out  according  to  the  form  inferred  in  this  pre- 
Pent  treaty,  and  the  fhip,  when  ffie  fhall  have  (hewed  luch 
paffport,  (hall  be  free  and  at  liberty  to  purfue  her  voyage, 
fo  as  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  to  moled  or  iearch  h^r  in  a^y 
manner,  or  to  give  her  chace,  or  force  her  to  qu*t  her  in¬ 
tended  courfe. 

Art.  30.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  all  goods,  when  once 
put  on  board  the  fhips  or  veffels  of  either  of  the  two  con- 
trading  parties,  fhallbe  fubjed  to  no  further  vibration,  but 

all  vifitation  or  fearch  ffiall  be  made  beforehand,  and  all 
-  proliibitea 
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prohibited  goods  fiia’I  be  Hopped  on  the  foot,  before  the 
lame  be  put  on  board,  unlefs  there  are  manifeft  tokens  or 
proois  of  fraudulent  practice.  Nor  fhall  either  the  perfons 
or  goods  of  toe  fubjetfs  of  hismoft  chfiilian  majefty,  or  the 

.St,atlLs’  b,e  Pyc  UIVder  any  arreft,  or  modelled  by  any 
other  kind  of  embargo,  for  that  caufe,  and  only  the  fub- 

jeu  of  that  irate  to. whom  the  laid  goods  have  been  or  lhall 
be  prohibited,  and  who  lhall  prefumejto  fell  or  alienate  fuch 
fort  °t  gooas,  (hail  be  duly  punished  for  the  offence. 

,1  re  3‘*  T,he  UVO  contracting  parties  grant  mutually 
the  liberty  of  having,  each,  in  the  ports  of  the  other,  con- 
iuls,  vice  confuls,  agents  andcommiffari.es,  whofe  fundi- 
pns  lhall  be  regulated  by  a  particular  agreement. 

An.  i2.  And  the  more  to;  favor  and  facilitate  the  com- 
merce  winch  the  fubjebts  of  the  United  States  may  have 
wit  a  France,  the  molt  chriftian  king  will  grant  them  in

WHEREAS  in  and  by  our  eommiffion  dated  at  Philadel¬ 
phia,  the  50th  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  f evenly  fix;  Benjamin 
Franklin,  one  of  the  delegates  in  Congrefs  from  the  Rate  of 
Pennfylvania,  and  prefident  of  the  convention  of  the  faid 
flate,&c.  Silas  Deane,  late  a  delegate  from  the  Rate  of  Con¬ 
necticut,  and  Arthur  Lee  barrifler  at  law,  were  nominated 
and  appointed  our  commiffioners  with  full  powers  to  treat, 
agree  and  conclude  with  his  moll  chriflian  majefly  the  king 
of  France,  or  with  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as  Mould  be  by 
him  for  that  purpofe  auffiorifed  of,  and  upon  a  true  and

concluded  a  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce,  for  the  recipro¬ 
cal  advantage  of  their  fubje&s  and  citizens*  have  thought 
it  neceffary  to  take  into  confederation  the  means  offirength- 
ening  thofe  engagements,  and  of  rendering  them  ufeful  to 
the  fafety  and  tranquility  of  the  two  parties,  particular¬ 
ly  in  cafe  Gjreat-Britain,  in  refentment  of  that  con¬ 
nection,  and  of  the  good  ccrrefpondence  which  is  the

fuch  time,  and  at  fuch  places,  as  the  fervice  may  require, 
and  on  fuch  conditions  as  (hail  Be  mod;  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public  :  neverthelefs,  if  they  are  agreed  with  or  conti¬ 
nue  in  fervice  for  any  longer  time  rhan  two  months,  the 
conditions  are  to  be  approved  by  the  quar  term  after  gene¬ 
ral. 

That  the  duty  of  a  deputy  quar  term  after  for  a  ft  ate  fhall 
be,  to  provide  the  means  of  tranfportation  in  fuch  Hate  for 
all  public  property,  agreeably  to  the  orders  he  may  receive- 
from  the  commander  in  chief,  the  board  of  war,  the  quar- 
termafter  general,  or  the  officer  commanding  iji  the  ftate- — 
tc  piovide  fuch  ftore-houfes  as  may  be  neceffary  for  the 
prefervation  of  the  public  property,  and  to  appoint  fui ta¬ 
ble  ftore-keepers,  properly  inffruCted,  to  account  in  the 
beff  manner  the  nature  of  the  bufinefs  will  admit,  agreea¬ 
bly  to  fuch  plans  as  the  quartermaffer  general  may  pre- 
fcribe  for  all  articles  received,  whether  provided  by  the 
ftate  in  the  ffate,  or  received  from  another  ftate,  taking 
care  always  to  note  deficiencies,  and  to  reject  fuch  as  a ret 
deficient  in  quality,  whether  provided  by  the  ftate,  or  inf 
any  other  manner  within  the  ftate  ;  but  if  the  parties  arc 
diffatisfied,  the  ftore-keepcr,  and  the  perfon  or  perfons  f© 
tendering  the  goods,  fhall  each  nominate  three  of  the  moil 
reputable  freeholders  in  the  vicinity  of  the  place  where  th&. 
goods  are  to  be  delivered,  the  ftore-keepei*  to  appoint  one 
of  'the  three  nominated  by.  the  perfon  or  perfons  offering 
the  goods,  and  he  or  they,  one  of  thofe  named  by  the 
ftore-keeper  ;  and  if  the  two  firff  cannot  agree,  a  third  is 
to  be  chofen  by  lot  out  of  the  remaining  four,  as  an  um¬ 
pire  ;  the  arbitrators  to  be  on  oath,  and  copies  of  their  a- 
ward  to  be  delivered  in  writing  to  the  parties,  which  fhall 
be  binding  and  coiiclufive— to  keep  proper  regiffers  of  all 
perfons,  teams,  pack-horfes,  veffels  and  craft,  employed 
in  the  department,  noting  the  manner  and  conditions  on 
which  they  ferve>  and  whether  the  teams,  pack-horfes,  vef- 
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fels  or  craft,  are  private  or  public  property — to  execute  all 
Orders,  either  for  purchafes  or  other  purpofes,  which  he  may 
receive  from  the  commander  in  chief,  the  board  of  War,  the 
quartermafter  general,  or  the  commanding  officerin  the /fate  ; 
to  pay  all  officers  in  thedifferent  parrs  of  the  fiate  who  fhall  be 
neceflary  to  execute  the  bufinefsof  the  department,  and  who 
have  been  approved  as  aforefaid— -to  give  fuch  indru&ions, 
with  refpeCt  to  the  management  of  thebufinefs,  as  fhall  ap¬ 
pear  neceffary  to  have  it  conducted  with  the  greated  eco¬ 
nomy  and  order,  and  at  the  fame  time  with  that  difpatcH 
Which  the  fervice  may  require — to  apply  to  the  affifiant 
quartermafler  general  for  fuch  fums  of  money  as  the  fervice 
may  require,  and  to  didribute  the  fame  in  fuch  proporti¬ 
ons  as  will  bed  anfwer  the  purpofe— to  vifit  all  the  places 
of  bufmefs  of  thofe  ferving  under  him,  as  often  as  his  other 
duties  will  admit;  and  fee  whether  they  execute  their  duty 
agreeably  to  the  indru&ions  they  receive— to  infpeCt  their 
accounts,  books  of  receipts  and  iffues,  and  to  correal 
what  is  ami  ft— to  collect  and  render  his  accounts  of  expen¬ 
ditures  and  returns  of  public  property  and  perfons  employ¬ 
ed  in  the  department  every  three  months  ;  and  to  make 
return  to  the  aflidant  quartermader  general  of  all  iffues 
that  have  been  made,  mentioning  the  articles,  quantity  or 
number  of  each,  onwhofe  application  or  order  iffued,  and 

towThom  delivered - to  fee  that  all  dores  provided  .in  one 

date,  robe  forwarded  to  another,  be  carefully  infpeCted, 
that  the  quantity  and  quality  is  agreeable  to  the  order  giv¬ 
en  before  they  are  fent  forward — to  confine  all  the  con¬ 
tracts  or  bargains  of  the  contractors  and  agents  of  every  de¬ 
nomination,  within  the  date  to  which  they  belong,  to 
prevent  one  contractor  interfering  with  another — to  make 
fuch  provifion  for  wintering  or  recruiting  public  horfes, 
as  may  be  neceffary  for  the  convenience  and  fupport  of 
the  army  :  And  generally  to  do  and  perform  every  thing 
neceffary  to  promote  the  fervice. 

That  the  duty  of  the  afiifiant  quartermader  general  fhall 
be,  to  refide  near  Congrefs — to  frame  plans  for  keeping 
accounts  in  the  department,  and  to  accommodate  them  to 
the  nature  of  the  bufiriefs  in  the  befi  poflible  manner  for 
preserving  regularity  ;  and  after  the  quartermafler  gene™ 
ral  fhall  approve  thereof,  to  tranfmit  them  to  the  deputies 
ia  the  fever al  dates  as  a  rule  for  their  dating  and  keeping 
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their  accounts,  to  be  by  them  communicated  to  all  their 
under  agents- — to  receive  from  the  army  and  the  diitri&s* 
the  accounts  and  vouchers  arifing  therein  to  the  hrh  day 
of  December,  and  to  lay  them  before  the  chamber  of  ac¬ 
counts  for  fettlement  by  the  firft  day  of  January — to  ap¬ 
ply  to  the  board  of  treafury  for  fuch  fums  of  money  as  the 
quartermaher  general  lhall  dired,  and  dihribute  the  fdme 
as  the  feveral  branches  of  the  department  may  require — 
to  make  fuch  remarks  and  give  fuch  dire&ions  to  the  depu¬ 
ties  in  the  feveral  hates  as  lhall  be  found  neceffary  for  fay¬ 
ing  expence  or  preferving  order  in  thebufinefs-*-to  receive 
from  the.  refpedive  deputies,  at  the  end  of  every  three 
months,  returns  of  all  perfons  employed,  how,  where  and 
on  what  conditions,  and  returns  of  all  public  property  be¬ 
longing  to  the  department,  and  where  depoli ted /made  out 
in  four  dihind  columns,  one  containing  what  has  not  been 
iflued,  another  what  is  in  ufe,  the  third  what  lias  been 
ufed  and  wants  r  epairing,  and  the  fourth  what  is  unfit  for 
further  fervice  and  hill  of  fome  value  ;  thefe  returns  to  be 
made  agreeably  to  fuch  forms  as  fhall  be  furnifhed  by  the 
quarter-maher  general. 

That  the  returns  be  made  to  the  affihant  quartermaher 
general  in  March,  June,  September  and  December  3  and 
that  the  general  returns  be  furnihied  to  the  quartermaher 
general  as  foon  after  as  poflible  : 

That  the  quartermaher  general  appoint  one  commifTary 
of  forage  for  the  main  army,  and  fo  many  deputies,  for- 
age-mahers,  clerks  and  labourers,  as  the  fervice  may  re¬ 
quire,  and  the  commander  in  chief  fhall  approve  of,  a  depu-  . 
ty  commilTary  of  forage,  and  as  many  clerks  and  labpur- 
ersfor  each  feparate  army,  as  the  fervice  may  require,  and 

the  commanding  officer  of  fuch  feparate  army  fhall  approve 

of: 

That  the  duty  of  a  commilTary  of  forage  and  of  a  depu¬ 
ty  commilTary  of  forage  with  a  feparate  army,  fhall  be, 
to  provide  forage  and  paflure  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
camp,  by  purchafe  orotlierwife,  as  the  cate  may  require 
and  to  diilribute’  the  fame — to  correfpond  with  the  deputy 
quartermahers,  in  the  hates  in  or  near  which  the  army  may4 
be,  and  make  feafonable  requihtions  from  them  for  fuch 
quantities  of  forage  as  the  fervice  may  require,  and  to  re¬ 
ceive 
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ceive  and  iffue  the  fame  to  the  army  in  fuch  manner  and 
•proportion  as  is  hereafter  directed. 

I  hat  the  wages  of  people  employed  in  the  forage  branch: 
as  well  as  the  price  offorage  purchafed,  and  hire  of  paflure 
as  aforefaid,  and  all  other  contingent  expences  of  the  de¬ 
partment,  be  di reded  for  payment  to  the  quarternrafter  ge¬ 
neral  s  pay-o  fhee  ;  that  the  commiffary  of  forage  or  his  de¬ 
puty  certify  the  fums  due,  and  that  the  fame  have  been 
TUilp  examined  ;  that  tuch  orders  or  certificates  for  pay¬ 
ment  be  prefented  to  the  auditor  of  accounts  in  the  quar¬ 
to  rm  after  general's  office,  and  pafs  from  him  to  the  pay- 
qmce  :  but  when,  from  fudden  movements  of  the  army, 
the  certificates,  for  pafturageor  forage  farnifliecl  in  the  vi¬ 
cinity  thereof, figried  by  the  commiflary  of  forage  or  hisde- 
puty,  cannot  be  brought  for  payment  to  the  quarter  mailed 
generaFs  pay-office  in  camp,  without  great  inconvenience 
to  the  poilefforsof  the  fame,  fuch  certificates  fiiall  be  paid 
by  the  deputy  quartermafler  of  the  flare  rn  which  the  fame 
brail  have  been  furnifhed,  the  fums  and  articles  furnifh¬ 
ed  being  inferred  inwards  at  full  length  :  and,  to  prevent 
frauds,  the  commiflary  of  forage  or  deputy  with  a  feparate 
army,  fiiall  furnifh  the  deputy  quartermafler  of  the  flate,  in 
which  the  army  may  ferve,  with  a  liil  of  the  perfons  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  forage  branch,  in  their  own  handwriting, 
and  the  priMtedform  of  certificates  generally  made  ufe  of 
by  them-. 

That  the  commiflary  of  forage,  or  deputy  $vith  a  fepa¬ 
rate’  army,  fix  upon  fuch  places  for  receiving  andiffuing 
forage  at  the  army,  as  fhall  bed  accommodate  the  fervice  ; 
and  that  Written  inftru&ions  be  given  to  the  keeper  of  the1 
magazine  of  forage,  how  and  to  whofe  order  to  iffue  the** 
fame;  that  proper  entries  be  made  in  a  book,  to  be  kept 
for  the  purpofe  of  all  receipts  and  [flues,  and  that  the  or¬ 
ders  be  numbered  and  filed  to  agree  with  the  entries  in  the* 
book. 

.  That  the  forage-mailers,  and  keepers  of  the  army  maga¬ 
zines  fiiall  make  weekly  returns  to  the  commiflary  of  fo¬ 
rage,  or  to  the  deputy  with  a  feparate  army,  of  all  forage* 
received  and  iffued,  and  of  all  paflurage  made  ufe,  of  and 
certificates  given  for  the  fame ;  and  that  the  commiflary  of 
forage,  or  deputy  with  a  feparate  army,  Avail,  at- 'the  end 
•f  every  four  weeks,  make  returns  to  the  quartermafler  ge¬ 
neral*' 
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neral,  or  deputy  quartermafter  with  a  feparate  army,  of  all 
the  forage  received  at  the  magazines  or  collected  from  the 
country,  and  of  the  iffiues  of  the  fame  ;  alfo  of,  all  certificates 
for  pafturage  or  forage  which  have,  within  that  time,  been 
given  for  fettiement  at  the  quartermafter  general’s  pay-of¬ 
fice. 

That  forage  for  the  waggon  horfes  be  iffued  on  the  re¬ 
turns  of  the  refpedtive  conductors,  counterfigned  by  the 
waggon  mafter  or  his  deputy  ;  and  for  other  horfes  on  the 
orders  of  the  officers  entitled  to  receive  forage  by  virtue  of 
thefe  regulations :  and  if  any  officer  in  the  forage  depart¬ 
ment  final!  iffue  forage  in  any  other  manner,  or  in  larger 
proportions  than  is  prefcribedin  thefe  regulations,  heffiall 
be  charged  with  and  pay  the  full  .value  of  fuch  extra  fo¬ 
rage,  and  be  difmiffed  from  the  feryice. 

That  there  bo  no  deputy  commiffiary  of  forage  or  forage-; 
mafter  appointed,  except  for  the  main  army,  or  a  feparate 
army  ;  and  that  all  forage  which  it  may  hereafter  be  ne- 
ceffiary  to  iffiue  at  any  poft,  be  iffiued  by  the  deputy  quar¬ 
ter  mafter  of  the  ftate,  his  affiftantsv  or  ftare-keepers  : 

That  the  deputy  quar  term  after  of  the  ftate  fhall  appoint 
the  magazines  or  places  at  which  forage  fliall  be  iffiued,  and 
none  fhall  be  iffued  at  any  other  ;  nor  fliall  any  forage  be 
iffiued  at  fuch  poft  to  any  officer,  unlefs  he  certifies  upon 
honor,  on  his  return,  that  he  is  not  on  furlough  nor  abfent 
from  the  army  on  his  private  hufinefs  ; 

That  a  ration,  of  forage  fhall  confift  of  fourteen  pounds 
of  hay  and  eight  quarts  of  oats  for  a  faddle  horfe,  and  fix- 
teen  pounds  of  hay  and  twelve  quarts  of  oars,  or  other  fhort 
forage  equivalent,  for  a  draught  horfe,  per  day :  That  in 
cafes  where  either  of  the  above  articles  cannot  be  furnifin- 
ed,  a  double  quantity  of  the  other  fliall  be  confidered  as  a 
compleat  ration. 

And  whereas  the  great  number  of  iffuing  ppfts  eitabH fir¬ 
ed  in  thefe  ftates  have,  by  experience,  teen  found  very" 
burthenfome  and  expenfiye : 

Re/o/ned,  That  from  and  after  the  firft  day  of  Augufh 
next,  no  poft,  without  troops  there  ftationed,  and  in  "the, 
continental  fervice,  fhall  be  continued  oreftablifhed  in  any, 
ftate  at  the  expence  of  the  United  States,  nor  pubiiQ.proi 
vifions  or  forage  iffiued  thereat,  but  by  order  of  the  board  of 
War,  the  commander  in  chief,  or  commanding  officer  of  a 
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feparate  ?rmy  ;  and  fuch  order  dial  1  be  given  only  in  cafes 
vvhen,  in  their  opinion,  the  obtaining  provihon  or  forage 
In  any  other  way  would  be  impracticable. 

}rd  whereas  it  may  fomerimes  happen  that  there  is  a  ne- 
ce'iity  -O  detain  hired  teams,  the  owmers  of  which  weie  to 
ijv„  they  ->wn  ioiage  and  proviiions,  beyond  the  time  for 
w  1-  ich  ;  uch  teams  were  engaged,  and  who,  if  their  own 
iv  n  :  e  and  proviiions  ate  expended,  mull  have  recourfe  to 
the  public  magazines:

n,  've.h  i  hat  fuch  teams,  and  their  conductors  and 
crivers,  io  detained  and  become  deilitute  of  forage  and  pro¬ 
visions,  fhall  be  fupplied  out  of  the  public  magazines,  up¬ 
on  the  written  order  of  the  officer  by  whole  order  they 
fhad  have  been  detained ;  and  the  waggon-mailer,  or  his 
deputy  or  other  perfon,  under  whofe  direction  fuch  teams 
Le  ^  employed,  before  he  figns  their  difcharge,  lhaljf 
ihall  caufe  to  be  endorfed  thereon,  by  the  forage-mailer 
and  commiifary,  or  ftore-keeper  (as  the  cafe  may  be)  the 
number  of  rations  of  forage  and  provifionsfurniihed  to  fuch 
teams  and  their  conductors  and  drivers,  that  the  fame  may 
be  deducted  out  of  the  wages  due  to  the  owners  of  fuch 
hired  teams :  that,  excepting  in  the  cafes  above  mention¬ 
ed,  no  provifions  or  forage  be  drawn  by  any  perfon  not 
actually  ferving  with  the  army,  or  ferae  detachment  there¬ 
of: 

That  there  be  one  waggon-mailer  with  the  main  army, 
and  as  many  deputies,  clerks  and  conductors,  as  the  fervice 
may  require,  and  the  commander  in  chief  ihall  approve  of; 
that  the  re  be  a  deputy  for  each  feparate  army,  with  as  ma¬ 
ny  ailiilants,  clerks,  and  conductors,  as  the  fame  may  re¬ 
quire,  and  the  commanding  officer  ihall  approve  of: 

That  the  waggon-mailer,  and  deputy  with  a  feparate 
army,  ihall  keep  an  exaCt  regiiter  of  all  perfon s  and  trains 
employed  with  the  army  in  his  department,  diilinguiffiihg 
by  proper  columns  the  private  and  public  property  ;  that 
he  keep  exaCt  regiiters  of  all  pay-rolls,  noting  the  time  and 
conditions  cf  payment ;  that,  in  every  pay-roll,  the  names 
and  employment  of  every  perfon  be  inferred  at  full  length;' 
and  that  the  roll  be  figned  by  the  waggon-mailer,  or  de¬ 
puty  with  a  feparate  army,  and  then  pafs  to  the  auditor  of 
accounts  in  the  office  of  the  quartermailer  general,  or  depu-? 
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ty  in  a  feparate  army,  and  from  him  to  the  refpe&ive  pay- 
office  : 

That  the  waggon-mafter,  or  deputy  in  a  feparate  army, 
give  all  the  orders  on  the  horfe-yard  for  horfes  to  equip 
the  teams,  and  orders  on  the  dore  for  harnefs  ;  and  every 
deputy  or  affiitant,  receiving  horfes  or  harnefs  upon  filch 
order,  ffiall  be  chargedwith  the  fame  in  his  books,  and  be 
made  to  account,  by  his  weekly  or  monthly  returns  for  the 
horfes  or  harnefs  delivered  to  him. 

That  the  waggon-mader  ffiall  make  monthly  returns  to 
the  quartermader  general,  or  oftener  if  required,  of  all 
perfons,  teams,  and  horfes,  employed  in  his  department, 
noting  where  and  with  whom  frying,  adding  a  column 
of  cafualties,  in  which  to  infertthe  deaths,  dolen  or  dray- 
ed  horfes,  andalfotke  harnefs  that  may  be  lod,  and  gene¬ 
rally  to  make  fuch  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
Waggoners  as  ffiall  be  bed  calculated  to  preferve  public 
property, and  togive  them  as  a  Handing  order  to  all  the  wag- 
gon-maders,  the  quartermader  general  approving  thereof : 
that  the  like  duties  be  performed  by  the  deputy  waggon- 
mader  of  a  feparate  army  : 

That  the  quartermader  have  liberty,  with  the  approba¬ 
tion  of  the  commander  in  chief,  or  commander  cf  a  feparate 
army,  to  take  fuch  and  fo  many  officers  from  the  line  of 
the  army,  tofervein  his  department,  as  he  may  find  necef- 
fary,  and  as  are  willing  to  engagein  thebufinefs  : 

That  the  quartermader  general  edabliffi  a  horfe-yard 
with  the  army,  fox  the  purpofe  of  receiving  and  ifiuing 
all  public  horfes  ;  and  that  the  perfon  appointed  deliver 
nofie  from  the  yard  but  by  the  order  of  the  commander  in 
chieT,  the  quartermader  general,  or  his  deputy,  or  the 
Waggon-mader  :  -

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Whereas  it  is  neceffary  that  every  army  ffiould  be  limits 
^  the  article  of  baggage  ;  this  regulation  being  efTenti- 
al,  as  well  to  fave  expence  as  to  prevent  the  army  frombc^ 
5ng  embarraffied  in  its  operations  ;  and  that  every  officer 
fhovild  have  only  fuch  a  quantity  of  baggage  as  is  effential 
io  his  comfort  and  appearance. 

Refolved,  That  the  following  proportion  of  waggons  and 
bat-horfes  be  allowed  to  the  different  ranks  of  officers,  and 
no  more,unlefs  it  be  by  order  of  the  commander  in  chief, 
or  commanding  officef  of  a  feparate  army,  each  of  whom 
to  be  allowed  for  themfelves  fo  many  baggage  waggons, 
and  bat-horfes  as  they  may  think,  necefsary,  to  wit,

Yfffiereas  thebufmefs  of  deputy  quartermafers  ferving  in 
the  different  fates,  may  vary  greatly  one  from  another  ;

PLAN  of  the  INSPECTING  and  MUSTERING  DEPART¬ 
MENT. 

WHEREAS  the  infiitution  of  this  department  hath  been, 
found  of  great  utility  to  the  armies  of  thefe  United  States ; 
and  experience  hath  ffiewn  that  it  may  be  rendered  ftill  more 
ufefui  by  an  extenfiou  ofits  powers  and  objeds :  therefore. 

Refolded ,  1  hat  the  former  efiablifhment,  by  a  refoluri- 
011  of  the  1 8th  of  February,  1779,  and  all  fubfequent  re- 
folutions  relative  thereto,  be  repealed  ;  and  the  department 
hereafter  have  the  following  form,  powers  and  privileges. 

There  (hall  be  an  infpedor  general  with  the  main  army 
of  the  United  States,  to  be  appointed  by  Congrefs  who 
fhall  be  allowed  two  fecretaries,  in  addition  to  the  aids  he 
is  allowed  in  the  line  of  the  army,  to  be  taken  from  the 
line  of  captains  and  fubalterns,  who  fhall  receive,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  their  pay,  fix  dollars  per  month. 

There  fiiall  be  one  affifiant  infpedor  general  with  the 
main  army,  who  fiiall  be  adjutant  genera!  for  the  time  be¬ 
ing,  and  fiiall  receive,  in  addition  to  his  pay,  ten  dol¬ 
lars  per  month  ;  and  one  to  every  feparate  army,  when 
confining  of  two  or  more  divifions,  who  fiiall  be  the  de¬ 
puty  adjutant  general,  and  fiiall  receive  in  addition  to  his 
pay,  eight  dollars  per  month. 

There  fhall  b  e  one  infpedor  to  each  divifion  of  the  army 
of  the  United  States,  one  to  the  corps  of  cavalry,  and  one 
to -the  corps  of  artillery;  to  be  taken,  when  the  fervice 
will  admit,  from  the  line  of  colonels  and  lieutenant  colo¬ 
nels  who  fiiall  be  allowed,  in  addition  to  their  pay,  feven 
and  a  half  dollars  per  month,  and  forage  for  three  horfes, 
including  what  they  are  entitled  to  in  the  line  of  the  army, 
and  one  ex»:ra  ration  of  provifioti,  when  the  Rate  of  the 
magazines  will  admit. 

There  fhall  be  one  fub-infpedor  to  every  brigade  in  the

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army  0f  the  United  States,  one  to  the  corps  of  cavalry,  and 
one  to  the  corps  of  artillery,  if  thought  necehary  oy  the 
commander  in  chief",  or  command  ing  officer  of  a  fepaiate 
army,  to  betaken  from  the  line  of  majors  m  tnc  brig-ace, 
when  the  fervice  wilt  admit,  who  fha.il  allowed,  in 
addition  to  their  pay,  five  dollars  per  month,  and  one  one** 
tra  ration,  when  the  fiat e  of  tne  magazines  will  acurut. 

The  commander  in  chief,  and  commanding  officer  of  * 
feparate  army,  are  hereby  impowered  to  appoint  ini  pest¬ 
ers  and  fub-mfpedors  to  the  militia,  while  in  adual  fer- 
.vice,  agreeable  to  the  foregoing  plan,  who  ffiall  nave  tne 
fame  powers,  privileges  and  emoluments,  as  thole  i siting 
with  the  continental  army. 

It  111  all  be  the  duty  of  the  irTpedor-genera!  to  frame  a 
fyifem  of  regulations  for  the  exercife  and  difeipline  of  the 
troops,  in  the  manual  evolutions  and  manoeuvres,  for  the 
fervice  of  guards  and  detachments,  and  for  all  camp  ar  ci 
garrifon  duty,  and  if  approved  of  by  the  commander  in 
chief,  ard  ratified  by  Congrefs,  fuch  regulations  fin  all  be 
inforced  by  the  orders  of  the  commander  in  chief  through¬ 
out  the  army. 

The  affiilant  infpe&ors  general  fhall  afdfi  in  the  general 
duties  of  the  department,  agreeable  to  the  directions  they 
(hall  receive  from  the  infpodor  general,  (through  the  or¬ 
der  of  the  commander  in  chief)  and  when  the  infpedor  is 
nor  prefent,  iliail  have  the  chier  ci  recti  on  of  the  fame,  a*** 
greeable  to  the  orders  they  may  receive  as  aforefaid  :  they 
ilia! I  neverthelefs  continue  to  perform  their  duties  of  adju¬ 
tant  and  deputy  adjutant  general. 

The  infpe&ors  flial’l  attend  to  the  execution  of  the  regu¬ 
lations  eftahlifhed  for  the  army  in  their  refpedive  divifions, 
and  in  fuch  garrifon?  as  they  may  be  ordered  by  the  infped¬ 
or  general  or  aiMant  infpedors  general  ;  at  all  times  per¬ 
forming  the  duty  of  adjutant  general  to. the  fame;  and 
when  a  detachment  of  more  than  one  divifion  is  lent  from 
the  army,  the  eldeft  infpedor  of  the  marching  troops  fhall 
ad  as  adjutant  general  to  the  detachment. 

The  fub-infpedors  fhall  do  the  duty  of  majors  of  brigade 
to  the  brigades  to  which  they  belong,  and  attend  to  the

Ipudor  genera!,  or  aSflar.t  infpedor  general  with  a  fepa« 
rare  army. 

The  infpedor  general  and  the  aMant  infpedor  general 
fhad  review  and  mutter  the  troops  in  fervice  once  every 
month,  at  which  review  he  or  they  /hall  infped  the  num¬ 
ber  and  condition  of  the  men,  their  difeipline,  the  hate  of 
their  cloath^  arms,  accoutrements  and  camp  equioage ; 
the  number  of  rations  they  have  drawn  f  nee  the  latt  revie  w  • 
reporting  fuch  foldie'rs  and  recruits  as  are  unfit  for  feivica 
to  the  major  general  or  commander  of  the  divif  on,  the  bri¬ 
gadier  or  commander  of  a  regiment  detached  from  the  di¬ 
vision  cr  brigade  to  which  fuch  difabled  foldier  may  be-* 
long;  to  be  by  them,  or  either  of  them,,  difeharged  cr 
transferred  to  the  corps  of  invalids,  if  on  the  examination 
of  the  furgeon  of  the  regiment,  they  Shall  be  found  unfit  for 
further  fervice  in  the  field.  But  no  fuch  foldier  Shall  be 
deemed  legally  difeharged  or  transferred,  except  his  dis¬ 
charge  or  transferrence  is  figned  by  the  major  general,  briga¬ 
dier  or  commandant  as  aforefaid,  and  a  certificate  of  his 
inability,  fpecifying  the  nature  of  it,  figned  by  the  fur¬

gutters  regi  mentally  digetted,  to  ths  infpedor  of  the  di-

The  commifTary  of  iffues  fhall  be  obliged  to  deliver  to 
the  infpedor  general,  and  afliftant  infpedor  with  a  fepa¬ 
rate  army,  anabftrad,  by  brigades,  of  the  rations  adually 
iffued,  and  of  ail  iffues  to  all  feparate  corps,  garrifons  and 
detachments.

The  infpedor  fhall  keep  accounts  with  the  officers  com¬ 
manding  regiments,  of  all  arms  and  accoutrements  deliver¬ 
ed  their  regiments,  and  returned  in  by  them:  No  arms  or 
accoutrements  fhall  be  delivered  without  an  order  from  the 
infpedor  of  the  divifion,  to  whom  returns  for  arms  and  ac¬

"whereupon  : 

Refolved ,  That  copies  of  the  faid  letters  attefied  by  the 
fecretary  of  Congrefs,  be  fent  to  the  honorable  John  Jay, 
minifter  plenipotentiary  of  thefe  United  States  at  the  court 
of  Madrid  ;  and  that  he  be  iriftru&ed  to  endeavour  to  ob¬ 
tain,  for  the  captors  of  the  Dover  cutter,  the  benefit  in¬ 
tended  by  the  refolve,  paffed  in  Congrefs  on  the  14th  day 
of  October  1777,  refpecting  velTels  belonging  to  Britifii 
fubje&s,  feized  and  brought  into  any  of  the  ports  01  harbours 
of  thefe  United  States,  by  the  mailer  or  mariners,  and  that 
he  be  informed  it  is  the  wifiiof  Congrefs  that  the  whole  pro¬ 
fit  of  the  capture  be  divided  among  the  captors.

A  letter  of  the  26th  from  general  Wafhington  was  read, 
eonfirming  the  account  given  in  the  letter  of  the  25  th  from 
major-general  Greene,  of  the  treafonable  practices  of  major- 
general  Benedict  Arnold,  and  his  defertion  to  the  enemy. 

WHEREAS  the  late  regulations  for  conducing  the  affairs 
of  the  general  hofpital  are  in  many  refpects  defective  ;  and 
it  is  necefiary  that  the  fame  be  revifed  and  amended  ;  in 
$rder  that  the  Tick  and  wounded  may  be  properly  provided 
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for  and  attended,  and  the  bu/inefs  of  the  hofpitals  conduc¬ 
ed  with  regularity  and  economy;  therefore, 

_  Refolded,  That  there  be  one  diredor  of  the  military  hof- 
pitals,  who  fhall  have  the  general  direction  and  fuperin- 
tendance  of  all  the  hofpitals  to  the  northward  of  North- 
Carolina;  that,  within  the  aforefaid  limits, there  be  three 
chief  hofpital  phyficians,  who  fhall  alfo  be  furgeons ;  one 
cnief  phyf  cian,  who  fl^all  alfo  be  a  furgeon,  to  each  fepa- 
rate  army;  fifteen  hofpital  phyficians,  who  lhall  alfo  be 
furgeons ;  twenty  furgeons  mates  for  the  hofpitals ;  one 
purveyor,  with  one  afliftant;  one  apothecary ;  one  a/fiifi-' 
Jint  apothecary  ;  and  to  each  hofpital,  afieward,  matron, 
orderly  men  and  nurfes,  as  heretofore: 

That  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence,  one  of  the  chief 
Iiofpital  phyficians,  be  impowered  and  required,  with  the 
advice  and  confent  of  the  commander  in  chief,  or  com¬ 
mander  of  afeparate  army,  to  efiablifh  and  regulate  fuch  a 
number  of  hofpitals,  at  proper  places,  for  the  reception 
or  the  fick  and  wounded  of  the  army,  as  may  be  found  ne- 
cefiary :  o 

That  the  diredor  be  authorifed  and  inftruded  to  enjoin 
the  feveral  chief  hofpital  phyficians,  and  other  officers  of 
the  hofpitals  under  his  fuperintendance,  to  attend  at  fuch 
pofisor  Nations  as  he  may  judge  proper,  and  alfo  to  attend 
and  perform  fuch  duties,  at  any  poll  or  place,  as  a  change 
of  the  pofition  of  the  army,  cr  other  circumflanees,  may 
from  time  to  time  make  neceffiary,  and  fhall  be  required  by 
the  commander  in  chief;  and  that,  in  cafe  of  any  difpute 
concerning  their  feniority  or  precedence,  the  diredor  fhall 
determine  the  fame  in  the  firfi  infiance,  the  party  fuppofing 
himfelf  aggrieved  being  at  liberty  to  appeal  for  rearefs  to 
the  medical  committee : 

'i  hat  in  time  of  adion,  and  on  any  other  emergency, 
when  the  regimental  furgeons  are  not  fufficient  in  number 
to  attend  properly  to  the  fick  and  wounded  that  cannot  be 
removed  to  the  hofpitals ;  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence, 
the  nearefi  chief  hofpital  phyfician,  be  impowered  and  re¬ 
quired,  upon  requefi  of  the  chief  phyfician  and  furgeon  of 
the  army,  to  fend  from  the  hofpitals  under  his  care,  to  the 
affifianceof  fuch  fick  and  wounded,  as  many  furgeons  as  can 
poflibly  be  fparedfrom  the  neceffiary  bufinefsef  the  hofpitals  : 

That  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence,  two  of  the  chief 
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hofpital  phyficians,  {hall  make  out  and  deliver,  from  time 
to  time,  to  the  purveyor,  proper  estimates  of  hofpital  floras, 
medicines,  inflruments,  dreflings,  and  fuch  other  articles  as 
may  be  judged  neceffary  for  the  ufe  of  the  hofpitals ;  alfo 
dired  the  apothecary  or  his  affiflant  to  prepare  and  deliver 
medicines,  inflruments,  dreffings,  andother  articles  in  his 
poiTeffion,  to  the  hofpitals  and  furgeons  of  the  army  and  na¬ 
vy,  as  he  or  they  may  judge  neceffary  : 

That  the  diredor  authorife  and  inflrud  the  purveyor  and 
apothecary  to  fupply,  for  the  ufe  of  the  regimental  furge- 
ons,  fueh  medicines  and  refrefhments  as  maybe  proper  for 
the  relief  of  the  Tick  and  wounded,  before  their  removal  to 
a  general  hofpital,  and  to  be  difpenfed  under  the  care,  and 
at  thediredion  of  the  chief  phyfician  of  the  army  : 

That  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital 
phyficians  refpedively,  be  impowered  occafionally  to  em¬ 
ploy  fecond  mates,  when  the  numbers  of  tire  fick  fliall  in- 
creafe  fo  as  to  make  it  neceffary,  and  to  difcharge  them  as 
foon  as  the  circumflances  of  the  fick  will  admit : 

That  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital 
phyficians  refpedively,  fliall  appoint  a  ward-mailer  for 
each  hofpital,  to  receive  the  fpare  regimental  arms,  ac¬ 
coutrements  and  cloathingof  each  foldier 'admitted  therein, 
keeping  entries  of  and  giving  receipts  for  every  article  re¬ 
ceived,  which,  when  the  foldier  fliall  be  difcharged,  fhall 
be  accounted  for  by  the  faid  ward-mafter  with  the  com¬ 
manding  officer  of  the  regiment  to  which  fuch  foldier  be¬ 
longed,  or  the  officer  direded  to  take  charge  of  the  conva- 
lefcents  from  the  faid  he  fpital ;  or  in  cafe  of  the  death  of 
the  foldier,  fhall  be  accounted  for  with,  and  delivered  to 
the  quartermafler  of  the  regiment  to  which  the  faid  foldier 
belonged  ;  and  the  ward-mailer  fhall  receive  and  be  ac¬ 
countable  for  the  hofpital  eloathing,  and  perform  fuch  * 
i>ther  fervices  as  the  chief  hofpital  phyfician  fhall  aired: 

That  the  diredor  fhall  make  returns  of  all  the  fick  and 
wounded  in  the  hofpitals,  once  every  month,  to  the  medi¬ 
cal  committee,  together  with  the  names  and  ranks  of  all 
the  officers  and  others  employed  in  the  feveral  hofpitals : 

^  t)  e  required  to  employ  fuch  part  of  his 

time,  as  may^be  fpared  from  the  duties  before  pointed  out 
to  him,  in  vifiting  and  prefcribing  for  the  fck  and  wound¬ 
ed  of  the  hofpitals;  and  that  he  pay  particular  attention 
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lo  the  condud  of  the  feveral  officers  in  the  hofpital  departs 
jneat,  and  arrefl,  fufpend  and  bring  to  trial,  all  delinquents 
Within  the  fame : 

That  the  duty  of  the  chief  hofpital  phyficians  fhall  be, 
to  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  herein  before  enjoined 
them  to  do  in  the  ab fence  of  the  director  ;  to  receive 
and  obey  the  orders  of  the  diredor,  made  and  delivered  to 
them  in  writing,  to  fuperintend  the  pradice  of  phyfic  and 
furgery  in  the  hofpitals  put  under  their  particular  care  by 
the  diredor,  or  which,  by  the  order  of  the  commander  in 
ehief,  or  the  commander  of  a  feparate  army,  may  be  by 
them  ehablifhed  ;  to  fee  that  the  hofpital  phyficians  and 
other  officers  attending  the  fame,  do  their  duty;  and  make 
mont  hly  returns  to  the  diredor,  of  the -date  and  number  of 
the  fick  and  wounded  in  the  hofpitals  under  their  care  ;  and 
alio  make  returns  to  the  diredor,  and  to  the  medical  com¬ 
mittee,  of  all  delinquent  officers,  in  order  that  they  may  be' 
fpeedily  removed  or  puniffied  ;  and  to  take  meafures  that 
all  fuch  fick  and  wounded  as  are  recovered  and  fit  for  duty 
be  delivered  weekly  to  the  officer  of  the  guard,  to  be  con¬ 
cluded  to  the  army  :  when  prefent  at  any  hofpital,  toi/Tue 
orders  to  the  proper  officers  for  fupplying  them  with  necef- 
faries;  and  generally,  in  the  abfence  of  the  diredor,  to 
fuperintend  andcontroul  the  bufinefs  of  fuch  hofpitals,  fuf¬ 
pend  delinquent  and  remove  unnecefTary  non-commillioned 
officers,  making  report  to  the  diredor;  and,  when  in  their 
power,  to  attend  and  perform  or  dired  all  capital  operati-* 
ons  : 

That  the  hofpital  phyficians  fhall  take  charge  of  fuels 
particular  hofpitals  as  may  beaffigned  them  by  the  direc¬ 
tor  :  They  fhall  obey  the  orders  of  the  diredor,  or  in  his 
abfence  of  the  chief  hofpital  phyfician  ;  They  fhall  have 
power  to  fufpend  officers  under  them,  and  to  confine  other 
perfons  ferving  in  the  hofpitals  under  their  charge,  for 
negligence  or  ill  behaviour,  until  the  matter  be  regularly 
enquired  into :  They  fhall  diligently  attend  to  the  cafes  of 
the  fick  and  wounded  of  the  holpitals  under  their  care,  ad- 
mini  fieri  ng  at  all  times  proper  relief  as  far  as  may  be  in 
their  power  :  They  fhall  refpedively  give  orders  under 
their  hands  to  the  affiftant  purveyor  or  Reward  at  the  hof¬ 
pital,  for  the  iTuing  provifions  and  fores,  as  well  as  for 
the  procuring  any  other  fmall  articles  that  the  exigencies  of 
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ih-3  hofpital  may  require,  and  which  the  ftore  is  not  provi¬ 
ded  with,  having  always  a  ft  rid  regard  to  economy,  as 
well  as  the  welfare  of  the  Tick  then  to  be  provided  for  : 
They  fhall  make  weekly  returns  to  the  neareft  chief  hofpi¬ 
tal  phyfician,  of  the  ftate  of  the  hofpitals  under  their  ref- 
pedive  care. 

The  mates  fhall  each  take  charge  of  and  attend  the  pati¬ 
ents  aftigned  them,  and  perform  fuch  other  duties  as  fhall 
be  direded  by  the  diredor,  chief  or  other  phyficians  and 
furgeons. 

The  chief  phyfician  and  furgeon  of  the  army  fhall  be 
fubjed  to  the  orders  and  controul  of  the  diredor:  His  duty 
fhall  be  to  fuperintend  the  regimental  furgeons  and  their 
/nates,  to  fee  that  they  do  their  duty  :  To  hear  all  com¬ 
plaints  again#  the  faid  regimental  furgeons  and  mates,  and 
make  report  of  them  to  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence  to 
the  commander  in  chief  or  commanding  officer  of  a  fepa- 
rate  army,  that  they  may  be  brought  to  trial  by  court-mar¬ 
tial  for  mi ilbehaviour  :  To  draw  for  and  receive  from  the 
purveyor  a  fui  table  number  of  large  ftrong  tents,  beds,  bed* 
ding  and  hofpital  ftores,  and  from  the  apothecary  or  his 
affiftant  proper  medicines,  for  fuch  lick  and  wounded  per¬ 
sons  as  cannot  be  removed  to  the  general  hofpital  with 
fafety,  or  may  be  rendered  fit  for  duty  in  a  fhort  time.  He 
fliall  alfo  fee  that  the  fick  and  wounded,  while  under  his 
care,  are  properly  attended  and  provided  for,  and  convey¬ 
ed  when  fit  to  be  removed,  to  the  general  hofpital  ;  for 
which  laft  purpofe,  he  ftyall  be  fupplied  by  the  quarter 
xnafter  general  with  a  proper  number  of  convenient  wag¬ 
gons  and  drivers  ;  he  fhall  have  a  fteward  which  he  is  to 
appoint,  to  receive  and  properly  difpenfe  fuch  articles  of 
diet  and  refrefhments  as  fhall  be  procured  for  the  fick  ;  and 
alfo  fhall  appoint  fuch  a  number  of  nurfes  and  orderly  men 
as  may  be  neceftary  for  the  attendance  of  the  fick  and 
wounded  under  his  care.  He  fhall  caufe  daily  returns  to 
be  made  to  him  of  all  the  fick  and  wounded  which  have 
been  removed  to  the  hofpitals,  all  that  remain  the  hofpital 
tents,  all  that  are  become  fit  for  duty,  all  that  are  convale- 
feent,  and  all  who  may  have  died,  fpecifying  the  particu¬ 
lar  maladies  under  which  the  fick  and  wounded  labour  ; 
fljall  make  a  monthly  return  thereof  to  the  dife&or. 
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who  fiiall  a di  it  to  his  general  hofpital  returns,  to  be  trans¬ 
mitted  monthly  to  the  medical  committee. 

That  whenever  any  regimental  furgeon  or  mate  /hall  be 
abfent  from  his  regiment,  without  leave  from  the  chief 
phyfician  and  furgeon,  or  commander  of  the  army  where 
his  duty  lies,  the  faid  chief  phyfician  and  furgeon  fhall 
have  power  to  remove  fuch  furgeon  ©r  mate,  and  forth¬ 
with  appoint  another  in  his  head: 

That  the  purveyor  provide,  or  caufe  to  be  provided,  all 
hofpital  ftores,  medicines,  inftruments,  dreffings,  utenfils, 
and  fuch  other  articles  as  fhall  be  prefcribed  by  the  written 
order  of  the  diredor,  or  two  of  the  chief  hofpital  phyfi- 
cians,  and  deliver,  or  caufe  the  fame  to  be  delivered,  up¬ 
on  written  orders,  under  the  hand  of  the  diredor,  or  chief 
hofpital  phyfician,  or  one  of  the  hofpital  phyficians,  hav¬ 
ing  the  charge  of  a  particular  hofpital,  or  of  the  chief  phy- 
fician  and  furgeon  of  the  army,  which,  with  receipts 
thereon  for  delivery  of  the  fame,  fhall  be  his  fufficient 
vouchers.  He  fhall  be  allowed  a  clerk,  and  as  many  ft  ore- 
keepers  as  occafion  may  require  and  the  diredor  fhall  ap¬ 
prove  of.  He  fhall  alfo  pay  the  falaries  of  the  officers,  and 
all  other  expen ces  of  the  hofpitals.  He  fhall  render  his 
accounts  every  three  months  to  the  board  of  treafury  for 
fettlement,  and  make  application  for  money  to  the  medi¬ 
cal  committee,  before  whom  he  fhall  lay  eftimates  of  arti¬ 
cles  neceffary,  which  fhall  previoufly  have  been  approved 
and  figned  by  the  diredor  or  two  of  the  chief  hofpital  phy¬ 
ficians  ;  at  the  fame  time  he  fhall  render  to  them  an  ac¬ 
count  of  the  expenditure  of  thelaft  fum  of  money  advanced 
to  him  .  and  the  faid  medical  committee  fhall  lay  fuch  efti- 
jnates  before  Congrefs,  with  their  opinion  thereon  : 

That  the  affiftant  purveyor  fhall  procure  fuch  fupplies, 
and  do  and  perform  fuch  parts  of  the  purveyor’s  duty,  as 
by  him  fhall  be  particularly  affigned  to  him. 

That  the  apothecary  and  his  affiftants  receive,  prepare 
and  deliver  medicines,  inftruments  and  dreffings,  and  fuch 
other  articles  of  his  department,  to  the  hofpitals  and  army, 
on  orders  in  writing  from  the  diredor  or  either  of  the  chief 
hofpital  phyficians,  or  chief  phyfician  and  furgeon,  of  the 
army ;  and*  that  he  be  allowed  as  many  mates  as  occafion 
may  require,  and  the  diredor fhall  approve  of:  ^ 

That  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital 
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jSfiyfician,  fhall  appoint  a  Reward  for  each  hofpital,  whofe 
duty  it  fhall  be  to  purchafe  vegetables  and  other  fmall  arti¬ 
cles,  under  the  direction  of  the  purveyor,  and  to  receive 
hofpital  ft  ores  from  the  purveyor,  and  proviflons  from  the 
commiffary  general,  and  iffue  the  fame  for  the  ufe  of  the 
fick  and  wounded,  agreeably  to  the  order  of  the  phyficiati 
and  furgeon  attending  fuch  hofpital;  the  Reward  to  ac¬ 
count  with  the  purveyor  for  all  fuch  iftues  : 

That  the  director,  or  in  his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital 
phyfician,  appoint  a  proper  number  of  matrons,  nurfes, 
and  others  neceffary  for  the  regular  management  of  the  hos¬

That  there  be  one  captain  and  two  fubaltertts  to  each 
company,  and  that  the  four  fupernumerary  fubalterns  Ihall 
each  have  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  one  of  which  is  to  refide 
in  the  Hate  to  which  he  belongs,  to  enlift  and  forward  on 
recruits  ,  one  drum  and  fife  from  each  regiment  to  attend 
the  recruiting  officer;  the  other  three  fupernumerary  offi-» 
cers  to  do  the  duty  of  paymader,  quartermafter  and  adju- 
tant  in  their  refpedive  regiments. 

That  the  regiments  of  artillery  be  augmented  to  ten  com¬ 
panies  each. 

That,  indead  of  four  regiments  of  cavalry,  there  be  4  le¬ 
gionary  corps,  confiding  of  four  troops  of  mounted  dragoons 
and  two  of  difmounted  dragoons,  each  confiding  of  fixty 
privates,  with  the  fame  number  of  commiffioned  and 
non-commiffioned  officers  to  each  troop  as  at  prefent. 

That  there  be  two  partizan  corps,  confiding  of  three 
troops  of  mounted  and  three  of  difmounted  dragoons,  of 
fifty  each,  one  of  which  corps  to  be  commanded  by  colo¬ 
nel  Armand,  and  the  other  by  major  Lee,  and  officered  by 
appointment  of  the  commander  in  chief,  with  the  appro¬ 
bation^  Congrefs  :  and  that  the  commander  in  chief  be 
authorifed  to  dired  a  mode  for  compleating,  recruiting 
and  fupplying  the  faid  corps. 

That  the  whole  of  the  troops  be  enlided  during  the  war, 
and  join  their  refpedive  corps  by  the  fird  day  of  January 
next. 

That  the  commander  in  chief  and  commanding  officer  in 
the  fouthern  department,  dire&the  officers  of  each  date  to 
meet  and  agree  upon  the  officers  for  the  regiments  to  be 
raifed  by  their  refpedive  dates,  from  thofe  who  incline  to 
continue  in  fervice  ;  and  where  it  cannot  be  done  by  a- 
gr^ment,  to  be  determined  by  feniority,  and  make  return 
ot  thofe  who  are  to  remain,  which  is  to  be  tranfmirted  to 
Congrefs,  together  with  the  names  of  the  officers  reduced, 
Who  are  to  be  allowed  half  pay  for  life. 

That  the  officers  who  ffiall  continue  in  the  fervice  to  the 

end 
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end  of  the  war,  Shall  alfo  be  entitled  to  half  pay  during: 
life,  to  commence  from  the  time  of  their  reduction. 

Ordered ,  That  John  Bradford,  continental  agent  at  BoP 
ton,  deliver  tc>  the  quartermader  general  or  his  order,  all 
the  duck  in  his  hands  fuitablefor  tents,  the  property  of  tha 
United  States,  to  be  made  up  into  tents  for  the  army,  re- 
ferving  only  fo  much  thereof,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  board 
of  admiralty,  is  necelfary  for  the  immediate  fupply  of  tha 
navy. 

That  the  board  of  admiralty  forthwith  give  the  neceffary 
information  to  the  faid  agent,  that  wHatfoever  is  not  ap¬ 
propriated  to  the  ufe  of  the  navy,  be  delivered  over  to  the 
quartermaller  general  without  delay. 

A  letter  of  the  4th  from  W.  Rickman  was  read ;  where¬ 
upon, 

Ordered ,  That  dodor  Rickman  be  informed,  that  pur-1 
fuant  to  his  former  requeft,  he  is  left  out  in  the  new  ar¬ 
rangement  of  the  hofpital  department.
